Set off in a corner of the massive JFK 
Building in Government Center is a 
small goldmine of information ranging 
from the Federal Aviation Agency’s 
regulations for parachute jumping to a 
step-by-step guide to building your own 
pond. In the U.S. Government Prin- 
ting Office Bookstore you can browse 
through more than 2500 assorted 
pamphlets and books and take home a 
stack at surprisingly low, tax-free prices. 

For example, the complete transcripts 
of the Senate Watergate Hearings (Milk 
Fund included) are available at $3 per 
paperback volume, and for 25 cents you 
can have a State Department analysis of 
any country on the map — from the 
Kingdom of Afghanistan to the Republic 
of Zambia, even the Fiji Islands. 

The bookstore is divided into sections 
stocked with an exhaustive selection of 
material. Under the heading of 
“Transportation” are such finds as Traf- 
fic Laws for Motorcyclists (30 cents), 
The Wright Brothers’ Engine and Their 


Design (35 cents) and a Summary of In- 
‘formation for Shippers of Household 
Goods (55 cents), compiled by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. In 
the “Education” section you can find a ~ 


Foreign Service Institute manual 
designed to help you teach yourself to 
speak Cantonese, French, Greek or 
Turkish, for $3.50. The Current 
Research on Sleep and Dreams may be 


- had for $2.10, and the Inaugural Ad- 


dresses of all our presidents are 
available for $2.75. 

There are a few expensive items in the 
bookstore, such as The Budget of the 
U.S. Government for the 1975 Fiscal 
Year ($15.05), the Public Papers of 
Presidents series — for $31 you can have 
a two-volume set of all John Kennedy’s 
letters, speeches and press conferences 
— and a CIA atlas of the Middle East for 
$20, but the rest of this unusual collec- 
tion is very reasonable. There are books 
on literally everything you always 
wanted to know more about: air pollu- 
tion, astronomical phenomena, dope 
research, unions, metropolitan housing. 

The bookstore has access to 350 sub- 
scription services and 2300 additional 
titles. The outlet serves the entire New 
England area and you can order 
anything that may be missing from the 
shelves — there’s no charge for mailings. 
The U.S. Government Bookstore (Room 
G-25, J.F.K. Building, Government 


' Center) is open from 8 to 4, Monday 


through Friday.

Symptoms of good times ahead, no 
matter what, are planned for New Year’s 
Eve at Symphony Hall, when an in- 
novative festive “do” is planned, the 
likes of which are, well, unheard of, life- 
enhancing, and promise no end of a good 
time. I say! Good show! 

Doors will open at 8 p.m., and the 
celebrant may wander (or stagger) from 
lounge to lounge, hearing live ragtime 
from Myron Romanul (of Red Back 
‘Book fame) or the combined lubricious 
sumptuousness of the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus, all the while sipping 
champagne, preparing himself/herself 
for the still greater spiritual whirligigs of 
no less than the Boston. Symphony 
Orchestra in full cry under Colin Davis 
(and why is he still unknighted?), who 
will be rehearsing the throng in “Rule. 
Britannia!”’, ““Auld Lang Syne,” “Hail 
to the Queen” (from the Trojans of 

‘ Berlioz), and much else, as yet unan- 
nounced, along the lines of the beloved 
“Proms” of London’s Royal Albert Hall.

There will be tables, “Pops’’-style, 
stage settings by Bloomingdale’s, vocal 
soloists Clyde Walker and Josephine 
Veasey, prismatic silver-and-white 
decor, and even Mendelssohn’s zippy 
“Ttalian’”’ Symphony.

Before Mattel 


Children of Christmases past did not 
have Barbie dolls and plastic rockets to 
play with. What they did enjoy will be 
displayed through January 12 at the. 
Museum of Transportation’s Antique 
Toy Show, an unusual collection of 
olden-day playthings ranging from 1890s 
pull-toys to 1940s Lionel trains. 

There are brass trolley cars, horse- 
drawn covered wagons, milk trucks, tin 
soldiers and a nickelodeon that plays 
vintage tunes for a thin dime. 

Among the most interesting exhibits 
is a group of child-sized cars that the- 
offspring of wealthy families pedaled 
around in — a toy Citroen (fitted with a 
walnut steering wheel and leather up- 
holstery), a Bugatti and a Panhard et 
Levassor complete with a 25-horsepower 
engine. These kiddie cars sold for 
around $200 in 1920, and their contem- 
porary counterparts are available at a 
few exclusive toy stores — but the prices 
have probably quadrupled. 

A corner of the museum has been 
turned into a Children’s Workshop, 
where kids are invited to create their 
own toys from recycled materials 
provided by the Children’s Museum in 
Jamaica Plain. There will be a Steam

RACE AND LABOR 


The racism that has 
manifested itself in South 
Boston over the busing issue is 
dominating all areas of politics 
there. The anger that has been 
aimed at school buses has also 
been focused on the industrial 
labor unions. 

The Amalgamated Meat- 
cutters and Butcher Workmen 
maintain their central Boston 
headquarters on Dorchester 
Avenue in Southie. The union, 
an integrated one with a long 
history of civil rights advocacy, 
is under siege. John E. Mitchell, 
the international representative, 
says: ‘‘Legitimate union 
business is hard to conduct.” 
Black members coming to the 
building have been the object of 
racist harassment. Two cars 
owned by black workers were 
vandalized; one was owned by a 
local union president. Many 
blacks are afraid to come to the 
union hall for meetings. The 
Meatcutters have been forced to 
hire a room in a nearby Howard 
Johnson’s.. Mitchell states, 
“This poison of racism affects 
everyone. The misleadership of 
the Boston School Committee 
encourages this.”’ The union has 
erected on its office roof a large 
sign portraying black and white 
hands clasped together; it is its 
symbol. Part of the sign has been 
destroyed by vandals. 

This problem extends to the 
Cole-Hersee factory in Southie. 
The workers there belong to the 
United Electrical Workers un- 
ion, local 262; the factory is close 
to the D Street project. The 
racial incidents continue to pile 
up. A black woman was harassed 
walking to work from the subway 
stop; black workers going to their 
parked cars have been taunted 
by neighborhood gangs; blacks 
and Spanish speaking workers 
are afraid to attend union 
meetings because it entails stay- 
ing in Southie. The union has 
responded by stationing 
monitors in the MBTA stations 
to ensure workers’ safety. The 
police have been called out on 

_ occasion to see that workers can 
safely leave the plant. Mike

organizer, says: “Workers who 
throw rocks at school buses have 
been diverted from dealing with 
the real problems of their 
economic situation. Anything 
that divides working people will 
come home to haunt them. Any 
division will reduce their ability 
to unify to achieve im- 
provements in their lives.” The 
busing crisis is having reper- 
cussions that will extend far into 
the future. The residents of 
Southie are shaping it in ways 


that are currently not apparent 
to them. 


DINING IN 


Police in Laconia, New 
Hampshire, have arrested a man 
for destruction of evidence after 
the man allegedly ate the results 
of his own breathalyzer test.

Los Angeles attorney Godfrey 
Issac reports that Sirhan Sirhan, 


The city’s major Bicenten- 
nial exhibition, This Way to 
the Revolution, is now not 
only without a display site 
but also without a designer. 
Michael Sand and Associates, 
Inc., a Cambridge firm 
specializing in educational 
materials, has resigned from 
the project, contending the 
city owes it $55,000 in fees. 
Michael Sand, who heads the 
company, says the city can’t 
pay up because of the finan- 
cial problems of the Rouse 
Company, a Maryland firm 
selected to redevelop the 
Faneuil Hall Market. As part 
of its deal with the city, Rouse 
was supposed to advance 
Boston 200, the city Bicenten- 
nial agency, $350,000 to pay 
for the 18th-century exhibit 
as well as to donate space for 
a display site in the Quincy 
Market, one of the three 
buildings to be redone. 

But the market redevelop- 
ment has not yet started 
because Rouse has yet to ob- 
tain the necessary financing 
and the Rouse Company has 
not given the city all the 
$350,000 for the exhibit,

though Katherine Kane, 
Boston 200’s director, says 
she has gotten “a bit” of 
money from Rouse. (She was 
unable to say exactly how 
much). 

Sand’s resignation followed 
Boston 200’s rejection of the 
Cambridge firm’s most recent 
presentation for the exhibit. 
Mrs. Kane says the rejection 
came about because Sand’s 
plans were ‘‘overly am- 
bitious” and were “going to go 
tremendously over budget.” 
She contended the Rouse 
troubles have nothing to do 
with the dispute between 
Sand and Boston 200. 

Sand replies, “She got 
herself into a terrible bind 
and we’re made the 
scapegoat.” He says he had 
met every deadline on the 
project and has always stayed 
within the budget. Even in 
the letter rejecting the com- 
pany’s last presentation, 
Sand says Mrs. Kane made 
no mention of budget con- 
cerns. 


Sand says Boston 200 is 
simply looking for an excuse 


to break its contract, so it can 
stall until Rouse comes 
through or until a new spon- 
sor is found. Under the con- 
tract, Boston 200 is obliged to 
pay Sand according to a set 
work schedule. Up to now, 
most of the $120,000 spent on 
the exhibit has been out of the 
Boston 200 operating budget, 
something Sand feels Boston 
200 can do no longer. 

Mrs. Kane denies being ina 
cash bind. Yet Sand says she 
has been unwilling to submit 
the dispute to binding ar- 
bitration, as is provided for in 
their contract. 


Last week, he went to court 
to compell Boston 200 to do 
so. 


Michael Keating, Boston 
200’s attorney, maintains 
that the city agency is not 
resisting arbitration. He says 
Boston 200 can suspend 
payments under its contract 
if it finds the work unsatisfac- 
tory. Because it rejected the 
last presentation, he argues, 
it is under no obligation to 
pay Sand the $55,000.

Linsky: ‘Can Tell You 
But You

It is Saturday afternoon at the 
library .near Coolidge Corner, 
Brookline. The old men are 
sleeping behind newspapers or 
arguing in voices with traces of 
immigrant accents, Russian or 
Yiddish. The family, parents 
and a young girl and boy, waits 
at the counter, speaking to the 
librarian through an interpreter. 
Somehow, they seem like 
refugees even before I hear their 
voices. They are disoriented, 
befuddled by the library 
procedure. Their formal dress 
makes them look like people 
from an old newsreel of East 
Berlin, trying unsuccessfully to 
blend into a crowd. For a 
minute, looking at the dark 
features beneath the man’s hat, I 
mistake him for Greek. Then I 
hear their voices: Russian. : 

“Do they have an address?” 
the librarian asks the middle- 
aged interpreter. 

“Just Brookline Motor Hotel. 
They don’t have their apartment 
yet.” 

“I can give them only a tem- 
porary card. Two weeks.” 

“They don’t care. As long as 
they get one.” 

The family is informed. They 
smile and quickly present a book 
to take out. I glance and see 
Poems of Yevtushenko, in Rus- 
sian and English. Quickly I 
realize. They are Soviet Jews, 
just arrived, already at the 
library. Melodramatic but true, I 
think, like a grandfather’s stories 
of Cossacks and pogroms in 
Minsk and the ship to New York, 
1908. Involuntarily, I stare. 

* * * 

They have come almost un- 
noticed, except by the network of 
people who’ve guided them from 
Moscow to Vienna to Rome, and 
finally to New York and Boston 
— primarily, in Boston, to Com- 
monwealth Ave. in Brighton. 
Within the past year, the vast 
publicity given the plight of 
Soviet Jews has translated into 
small but significant emigration. 
There are now 55 families, 150 
people, who’ve come to Boston, 
most within the last 12 months. 
‘Some 9000 have come to the U.S. 
since 1971, around 10 percent of 
the total that’s been allowed out 
of the U.S.S.R. It is, say 
organizations like Boston’s 
Jewish Community Council, but 
a trickle of those seeking to 
leave. One Jew out of every four 
lives in the Soviet Union — there 
are more Jews in Moscow than in 
Jerusalem, according to some es- 
timates. Those visas that are 
granted are all stamped for Israel 
(the only destination officially 
permitted by the Soviets), but 
increasing numbers are disdain- 
ing the Middle East. Their 
reasons vary from that region’s 
volatility to strict economics: 
many fear they won’t be able to 
find in Israel the kind of work for 
which they’ve been trained. 

Once in Vienna — portal to 
the West for all the emigrants — 
those bound for the U.S. go by 
train to Rome. There they are 
met by the Hebrew Immigrant 
Aid Society (HIAS), an 
American organization that 
originated during the first waves 
of Eastern European Jewish 
emigration. They fly to New 
York, where the majority 
remains, and some continue on 
to any of a dozen cities with 
Jewish communities, each of 
which is pledged to a quota. The 
Boston area, with its univer- 
sities, is very much in demand. 
In fact, local caretaker 
organizations, wary of the job 
market, have had to limit the 
number of Soviets to be resettled 
in Boston. Most of the im- 
migrants are young families. The 


parents tend to be highly- 
educated; many are engineers, 
teachers or physicians whose 
children were to be denied higher 
education in Russia. The Soviet 
rationale for this is the Jewish 
desire to emigrate: why should 
the state waste its training? The 
Jews perceive an inbred anti- 
Semitism of which exclusion 
from universities is only a part. 
Whatever the truth, it is this 
policy that is cited first and most 
frequently — before repression 
and persecution, for instance — 
by Boston’s Soviet Jews when 
asked why they chose to 
emigrate. 

“Most of the families were not 
that different from many 
citizens, besides being Jewish,” 
says Joseph Bronstein of 
Boston’s Jewish Family Service. 
“Very few have been dissidents.” 
Ironically, says Bronstein, 
although publicity given dis- 
sidents helped ‘‘open the door,” 
many of the more outspoken re- 
main ‘‘refusniks’’ — those 
denied visas. 

Those more fortunate are, 
once here, looked after by a 
network of local organizations. 
They are met at the airport and 
taken, unless they have come on 
especially short notice, to an 
apartment readied by the Jewish 
Family Service. Letter-writing 
campaigns may be addressed to 
relatives left behind. There will 
be lessons in English from the 
Jewish Vocational Service,

which will support them until 
they are fluent enough for job in- 
terviews or, in some cases, until 
they can pass licensing exams. 
This is not always soon. 
Languages are not easily learned 
by those no longer young; many 
must battle disillusionment as 
they go from relative affluence in 
Russia to charity in Boston. 
Interestingly enough, most are 
not religious. “I am Jewish,” one 
man says, “but I do not believe 
in God, of course.”” A Chanukah 
party held last week for all the 
Russian families was the first for 
almost all of them — few had 
ever celebrated Chanukah until 
recently. They were raised as 
good Marxists. It has become 
hard to remember that Russia 
was once seen by Jews as the 
hope of the world. Only gradual- 
ly did the secular God begin to 
fail: there was weeping on the 
streets of Jewish neighborhoods 
in the U.S. when the Hitler- 
Stalin pact was signed. And it 
was with Stalin that anti- 
Semitism, long a Russian tradi- 
tion, re-emerged. It was more 
subtle than Hitler’s genocide, 
but it has outlasted Hitler. 
There were crackdowns on Yid- 
dish culture, shrinking oppor- 
tunities for education, specially- 
marked ID cards. For those who 
became overt dissidents, there 
were trials and prison. When 
Nixon went to Moscow, some 
Jews were routinely arrested to 
preclude public demonstrations.

Introductions are made 
and one emigrant, a doctor, in- 
quires about the Phoenix. “What 
kind of paper it is?” I explain 
and use the word “progressive.” 
Half-joking, he asks, “It’s not 
Communist, is it?” I reassure 
him, but the remark foreshadows 
some of the distance between us 
that will emerge as we talk. The 
Russians are clearly more con- 
servative politically than their 
American counterparts. ‘They 
don’t understand, many of them, 
why one should protest bombing 
North Vietnam,” says Cheryl 
Garelick of the Jewish Com- 
munity Council. For a reporter 
two generations removed from 
Russia, it can be difficult to 
think of the U.S. as the promised 


land, even when, to a dramatic - 


degree, it is. 

With one exception, they do 
not want their real names used. 
‘‘We still have relatives 
waiting,” one woman explains. 
Unsure just where to start, I ask 
each for a brief biography. Dr. 
Linsky laughs and begins. “I can

tell you,”” he says gently, “but 
you won’t understand.” He was 
the head of a Moscow clinic — 
there are no private practices — 
and his wife is also a doctor. 
They have chosen Brighton over 
Israel, he says, because there is a 
surplus of doctors in Israel. Since 
arriving three months ago, both 
have been unemployed and will 
remain so until they pass re- 
quired medical equivalency 
tests. 

“In Moscow,” he says, “our 
apartment was nicer than this 
one. We were very well-off by 
Russian standards. We had a big 
apartment [five rooms], two 
cars, a dacha [summer cottage]. 
You would think we would be 
— happy, but it was impossi-

“The anti-Semitism was for a 
long time hidden. When I was 
young [the late ’30s] it was not a 
problem. There were Yiddish 
plays and theater, synagogue for 
those who wanted it. But after 
the Second War it grew, because 
of Stalin. Stalin saw anti- 
Semitism as a tool for controlling 
the population. Many times, on 
my way home from work, men 
would surround me and call me 
‘shloma’ [the equivalent to cur- 
sing an American Jew as a 
“goldberg”’|. I was beaten un- 
conscious many times.”’ Yet Dr. 
Linsky was not religious, was not 
bar mitzvah and, in fact, recalls 
the rituals only in relation to his 
grandparents. 

When his son, now 19, reached 
college age, Linsky applied for 
visas, knowing he would lose his 
job and possibly face a long wait. 
It was, however, only three 
months. “It was impossible for 
my children to have the educa- 
tion I did,” he explains. Today 
his son is enrolled at BU in the 
six-year medical program. 

“The Communists,’’ says 
Linsky, ‘‘are worse than the 
Fascists. The Fascists came out 
and said what they planned. The 
Communists say one thing and 
do another.’’ He laughs for a se- 
cond. “And so many of the 
Bolsheviks were Jews.” 

* * 

§ Mr. and Mrs. Kirov have been 
here much longer than the 
Linskys — almost two years. 
One can perceive the novelty 
subtly wearing off, an inevitable 
process, say those involved with 
the Soviets. (The immigrants’ 
caretakers are sensitive, 
however, about stories, like one 
recently printed in the New York 
Times, of Jews who quickly 
return to Russia from the U.S. 
“We know some are sent out as 
shills,” says Morey Schapira of 
the Student Struggle for Soviet 
Jewry, “just for propaganda.”’) 
Mr. Kirov was trained as an 
economist and managed a large 
department store in Odessa. His 
wife is an architectural engineer. 
For over a year, he has been an 
assistant manager at a liquor ~ 
store while struggling with 
English. She is unemployed. 
They have three children, in- 
cluding a retarded son, and live 
in Brighton. They chose the U.S. 
because of relatives here. 

“In Russia we were rich,” says 
Mr. Kirov. “Here we live much 
worse.” He declines to elaborate 
on any disillusionment, however. 
“In Russia we had always to 
worry about being arrested, go- 
ing to jail. What is not un- 
derstood outside Russia is the 
tremendous corruption there. To 
get the better merchandise at the 
department store, you must 
bribe the right officials. The 
state is aware of this, but ignores 
it unless they want to arrest you 
for another reason. If the whole 
country were honest, it would

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Busing: Court and the Streets 


Judge Garrity: ‘| Know How 
Bad Forced Busing ls

Friday, Dec. 13 — Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity’s courtroom on 
the 12th floor of the Federal 
courthouse has been filled all 
day ‘or a hearing in the case of 
Tali lah Morgan vs. John Ker- 
riga.t. Mrs. Morgan, the black 
mother on whose behalf this 
school desegregation case was fil- 
ed in 1972, is nowhere to be seen; 
neither is Mr. Kerrigan, the 
Chairman of the Boston School 
Committee. Most of the action 
this afternoon involves John 
Leubsdorf, counsel for the plain- 
tiffs — there are others besides 
Mrs. Morgan, including the local 
NAACP — and John Mirick, 
counsel for the defendants. Mr. 
Mirick’s clients are the Boston 
School Committee, their 
employees, and agents. 

Leubsdorf is arguing a com- 
plicated, multi-sectioned mo- 
tion. Leubsdorf is a tense, 
sallow-complexioned man with 
longish hair, wearing a non- 
descript suit; if his signature on 
the motion did not state that he 
was with Foley, Hoag, and Eliot, 
he would never be taken for a 
representative of a high- 
powered, expensive Boston law 
firm. He speaks nervously, in a 
precise, over-articulated accent 
that adds to his general 
appearance as a bright young 
law student in a moot court com- 
petition. Leubsdorf and his 
clients have a great deal riding 
on this motion. 

As a result of their suit, South 
Boston High School was 
desegregated through forced bus- 
ing. But now, the calm has dis- 
appeared from South Boston 
High School — if the calm was 
ever more than an illusion in the 
first place. The violence of 
September has returned, the 
police have returned, and the 
school has been temporarily clos- 
ed. In an effort to make busing, 
and desegregation, work, 
Leubsdorf is asking the Court to 
reinforce the police detachment 
at South Boston High, to order 
the National Guard made ready 
for an emergency, to bar out- 
siders from the school and its 
vicinity, to ban gatherings out- 
side the South Boston schools 
and school bus routes, to ban 
racial epithets in the schools, 
and to order the School Com- 
mittee, the Mayor, and the 
Governor to do anything else 
necessary to the cause. 

Garrity’s legal conservatism 
dominates his courtroom 
manner; he is hesitant about 
taking any judicial action unless 
forced to. He would obviously 
prefer to take none at all. He in- 
terrupts frequently as Leubsdorf 
runs through his arguments. In 
an accent halfway between 
demotic Boston and purest 
Brooklyn, Garrity addresses the 
young lawyer in a tone ap- 
proaching reproof. “I would not 
make any ruling relative to the 
number of police deployed,” 
Garrity tells the lawyer. “I rely 
on the judgment of the Police 
Superintendent, of Com- 
missioner Kehoe, and of Com- 
missioner diGrazia, it goes 
without saying.” 

Leubsdorf moves on to his 
next point — that this time 
around, no police should be 
withdrawn from South Boston 
until the court and the plaintiffs 
receive notice of the action. “The 
way you find out about the tim- 
ing or the extent of the notice,” 
Garrity interrupts, ‘‘is to read it 
in the newspapers, as I do.” 

Leubsdorf’s arguments — and 
defense objections — drone on 
through the afternoon. Just as 
the courtroom threatens to sink 
into unutterable boredom, the 
young lawver announces that he 


wishes to call a witness, Mrs. 
Elma Carter, a biciogy teacher 
at South Boston High and a 
black woman. A refugee from the 
war zone, Mrs. Carter tells a 
simple, stark cale of life inside 
South Boston High. 

Mrs. Carter: “On December 6 
... it was known that there was 
going to be a white assembly 
.... The assembly ended at the 
end of the third period .... At 
that time, they marched through 
the school... . At the landing of 
the second level, black students

were held back. White students 
were allowed to pass .... They 
were chanting... .” 

Leubsdorf: ‘What were they 
chanting?” 

Mrs. Carter: “‘Niggers eat shit 
.... Twice I have used the 
Audio-Visual room for safety 
....[That Friday] as I proceed- 
ed down the corridor, I heard, 
‘Niggers go home, niggers go 
home.’ Then it changed to 
‘Niggers eat shit.’ When I got to 
the hallway, there was no one — 
no policeman, no aide. I proceed- 


ed to the Audio-Visual room, 
knowing I could find safety. 
They were going faster than me 
.... IT went to the Audio-Visual 
room and pulled the projector 
... in front of me. The students 
saw me and started yelling 
‘nigger’ and ‘black bitch.’ A 
white male teacher came to my 
assistance... .” 

Mrs. Carter’s testimony ob- 
viously shocks Garrity as much 
as the rest of the spectators. The 
order he issues at the end of the 
day specifically bans racial 


epithets in the schools. Although 
Garrity hates to issue orders 
when moral suasion might suf- 
fice, his order grants most of 
Leubsdorf’s requests but leaves 
control of the schools and police 
with the local authorities — for 
the time being, at least. 


Saturday, Dec. 14 — NA- 
TIONAL MARCH AGAINST 
RACISM / BOSTON DEC. 14, 
1974, reads the banner which 
would have led off the parade 
had not the leadership collapsed 
in a welter of bickering long 
before starting time. As 
thousands of marchers of sundry 
backgrounds and demeanors link 
arms and chant “We say ‘No,’ 
we say ‘No,’ we say ‘No’ to 
racism,” at the staging area in 
Roberto Clemente Park, the 
leaders have fallen into argu- 
ment over what route the march 
should follow. Well before Satur- 
day, the police had issued a per- 
mit for the group to follow Bay 
State Road to Hemenway Street, 
down Boylston Street to Mass- 
achusetts Avenue, then down 
Commonwealth Avenue to 
Arlington to Beacon to the Com- 
mon. At close to the last minute, 
State Senator-elect Bill Owens 
decided that he wanted the 
march to stay on Boylston Street 
all the way, following the boun- 
dary line of his new senatorial 
district and showing Christmas 
shoppers in the Back Bay just 
how strong the movement is. 

The march has already missed 
its noon starting time by an 
hour. Periodically, a loud- 
speaker in Clemente Park an- 
nounces that a vote will be 
taken, is being taken, has been 
taken. The majority will decide 
the route, has decided the route. 
Boylston Street. In the middle of 
the soggy field, a loudspeaker of 
the Fred Hampton Brigade, from 
Chicago, assails the indecision of 
the organizers. Unexpectedly, a 
large group splits off and heads 
toward the Common. Mostly 
students, they are eager to avoid 
violence. When they reach the 
corner of Boylston Street and 
Massachusetts Avenue, they 
‘find seven police cars, 18 patrol 
wagons, a half-dozen horses, 130 
police. They turn to Common- 
wealth Avenue without incident. 

About 4000 people remain at 
Clemente Park. In a few 
minutes, they step off, cover the 
distance to Massachusetts 
Avenue quickly, and stop in 
their tracks. Strung across 
Boylston Street, led by marshals 
with locked arms, their ranks 
stretch back as far as the eye can 
see. Across the intersection, fac- 
ing them, the Tactical Patrol 
Force is serried across the street, 
filling every inch of space 
between the chain link fence on 
the north and the State Street 
Bank on the south. 

Joseph Saia, the Deputy 
Superintendent of Police for this 
district, warns Owens not to 


s attempt a march down Boylston 


Street. The leaders of the march 
confer, then Owens announces 
his decision. “We're going down 


' Boylston Street at any cost,” he 


proclaims through a bullhorn to 
the cheering crowd. 

But Boylston Street is not all 
that easy. Even if they wanted to 
the police could not pull back. 
Their own rolling stock backs up 
their line, making it impossible 
for them to fall back down the 
street. When the first wave of 
marchers moves in, the police 
hold firm. TPF men with billy 
clubs and on horses repulse the 
demonstrators; a man who pulls 
a gun on police is wrestled to the 
ground and disarmed. One 
demonstrator, possibly two, ar:

Remember the day, Feb. 26, 1972, when 
Ed Muskie stood in front of the 
Manchester (New Hampshire) Union 
Leader building and “‘cried?”’ And how, in 
that instant, all his presidential primary 
hopes crumbled? 

Well, whether Muskie really wept — 
that is, shed actual tears — is a question 
that is still not resolved. And to this day, 
the two wire service reporters who covered 
the incident claim he never cried at all. 
The intriguing story, as recounted in 
WIREPORT, the newspaper of the Wire 
Service Guild, is this: 

Some 60 reporters from across the coun- 
try, boys on the bus covering the New 
Hampshire primary campaign, gathered 
to hear Ed’s firey denunciation of Union 
Leader publisher William Loeb, who had 
labeled him “‘Moscow Muskie” and had 
printed a letter contending that Muskie 
had called French Canadians “Canucks,” 
an ethnic slur (a letter, by the way, which 
later proved to be a phony, one of Nixon’s 
“dirty tricks’’). 

Joe Zeliner (now the New Hampshire 
governor’s press aide), who covered the 
event for the Associated Press, and John 
Milne, then manager of Concord’s United 
Press International bureau (and now 
assigned to Washington), were standing 
closest to Muskie, and neither reported 
his crying. Milne says Muskie’s voice 
“started to quiver” as he discussed a 
printed attack on his wife, and he wrote 
that the candidate “choked up.” Zellner 
says Muskie merely “put his hand to his 
forehead.”” The snow was blowing and 
water was trickling down Muskie’s face, 
but Zellner “was very careful for ac- 
curacy’s sake, and I never saw wet eyes.” 

Some three hours following the initial 
“no tears” reports, under pressure from 
clients with conflicting versions, AP mov- 
ed a second lead saying Muskie had in- 
deed cried. But the change was made in 
the Boston bureau without the reporter’s 
approval. 

Did a major journalistic blunder cost 
Ed Muskie the whole ballgame? If so, he 
has his own staff, as well as the press, to 
blame. Zellner reports that when 
newsmen asked a Muskie aide in the 
crowd if Ed had cried, the aide said yes, 
thinking such a report would show 
Muskie in a human, positive light. 


* * * 

Lame duck Attorney General Robert 
Quinn has filed legislation to regulate the 
printing of political poll results. It would 
require newspapers to publish specific in- 
formation concerning methods of com- 
pilation, questions asked, and names of 
those with financial interests in the poll- 
ing companies. 

Quinn’s concern is understandable. He 
feels a pre-primary Globe poll showing 
Mike Dukakis leading (when Quinn’s 
private poll showed him ahead), adversely 


affected his own chances for the: 


Democratic nomination for governor. 

Another difficulty is that some papers, 
including this one, printed figures from 
polls commissioned by candidates 
without naming the candidates. 

The sort of disclosure Quinn 
recommends is probably a good idea, but 
should not, of course, be required by law. 
Such a requirement would infringe upon 
freedom of the press. The disclosure 
should be voluntary. 

* 

David Gelber, the new editor of the 
Real Paper, has struck again, this time by 
giving final notice to David Omar White, 
creator of the long-running cartoon strip, 
“The Adventures of the White Rabbit.” 

“I’m hoping that we can find a car- 


toonist that I like better,”’ Gelber explain- 
ed. The rabbit has been around Boston a 
long time, appearing in the old Cam- 
bridge Pheenix, Broadside and the Boston 
Free Press before being picked up by the 
Real Paper. It is a Boston alternative 
media tradition. Gelber said he recognizes 
this, but “‘we’re not running a mausoleum 
over here.” 


The latest American Research Bureau 
ratings book for local radio stations in- 
dicates no major audience shifts in the 
last year. WBZ remains number one, and 
WEEI’s audience level has not changed 
much since it went all-news. ; 

Lesser notes of interest in the ARB 
figures: WBZ’s Jerry Williams main- 
tains better than a 2 to 1 listener bulge 
over WHDH talkster Avi Nelson despite 
Nelson’s shameless appeal to the anti- 
busing hysteria. And WBCN-FM’s 
Charles Laquidara has built up an im- 
pressive following. In the category of men 
aged 18 to 24 (but not women, sur- 
prisingly), Charles has an audience 
almost equal to WRKO, the city’s top AM 
rocker. Radio insiders say this is an in- 
credible showing for a morning FM jock, 
and Laquidara‘is a “hot item.” .

Jack Bernstein, head of the locally- 
based Committee for Community Access, 
which was active in the fight over 
ownership of Cambridge’s WCAS, has 
found himself another crusade. Bernstein 
is protesting the abrupt and wholesale 
programing changes planned at WGBH- 
FM reported recently in this column. 

In a telegram to WGBH Corporation 
Vice President Michael Rice, Bernstein 
demands: 1. Community review of the top 
candidates for station general manager. 
2. A 30-day delay (from Jan. 1 to Feb. 1) 
of the massive program cuts. 3. Full 
public disclosure of the cutback 
proposals. 

John Beck, interim WGBH general 
manager, has told Bernstein that 
audience reaction to the proposed cut- 
backs has been ‘‘minimal’’ (perhaps 
because, except in this column, they 
haven’t been announced). Bernstein notes 
that the station’s license is among those 
up for renewal, and viewer reactions to 
planned programing changes, or other 
matters, should be mailed to the station 
by March 1. He also asks for comments to 
be sent to his committee at 8 Yarmouth 
St., Boston, 02116.

Bernie Coughey, former salesman and 
now news editor of Boston’s UPI bureau, 
has put out a memo to staffers: No 
obscenities in the bureau. 

The memo explains that there have 
been complaints from UPI clients and 
stringers who have called the bureau and 
been offended by the. language they 
heard. An example: A nun called UPI 
with a press release and was told by 
whoever answered to “fuck off.”

Their neighbors describe them. 

as “good homeowners” and most 
of those willing to talk insist that 
there have been no problems. In 
fact, one woman says the house 
is neater than it was under the 
previous owner. There have been 
no wild parties, no complaints to 
the police. 

Yet many of these same people 
on Glezen Lane in Wayland 
want Peter Dimond and Arthur 
Kanev out — and told the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals so at a 
hearing last month. The Board 
has promised a decision after 
New Year’s on whether Kanev 
and Dimond can continue living 
in their house. For all their 
homeowners’ virtues, the two 
share an unforgivable flaw in the 
eyes of many Glezen Lane 
residents: their marital status. 
They are single. 

The neighbors don’t want 
single people violating Glezen 
Lane, which they emphasize is 
zoned for single-family housing. 
They want the town to invoke 
the zoning by-laws to protect the 
lane from everyone other than 
traditional legal-biological 
families. Since Kanev and Di- 
mond are not such a family, it is 
argued that they do not belong. 

These, at least, are the spoken 
reasons. What deeper fears they 
veil are hard to fathom. 

Kanev and Dimond, needless 
to say, are mystified by the 
whole situation. They are not 
gay, they are not freaks, they do 
not live in a way that disturbs 


their neighbors — differences 
that might have sparked a 
protest. 


What started for them as a 
search for peace and quiet in the 
country has turned into a cause 
celebre. Both 28, they are old 
friends who had been sharing an 


apartment in Arlington. “We 
were getting fed up with putting 
bucks out and having nothing to 
show for it,’’ says Kanev, a 
mustached doctor who is sitting 
in a bean-bag chair. On the other 
side of the fireplace, Dimond, 
who works as a transportation 
planner, reclines on another 
bean-bag. ‘‘We looked for most 
of the summer,” he says. “We 
were looking for seclusion and 
trees. It wasn’t easy to find 
something we could afford.” 
When they finally found the 
brown ranch-house with pink 
shutters on the narrow country 
road, Dimond says ‘‘we scroung- 
ed all the money we could find 
for a down-payment.” They were

able to afford the house, which 
borders on conservation land, 
partly because it was in dis- 
repair. 

“This was a handyman’s 
special,”” Kanev says. “This 
house was in shock! It’d belong- 
ed to a doctor, so it had been 
neglected all its life.” The weeks 
after they moved in were a 
Better Homes. and Gardens 
blitzkrieg: a number of friends 
came over regularly to help with 
the painting and fixing. Kanev 
speculates that this might have 
aroused the anxiety of the 
neighbors, who have mentioned 
that as many as six cars have 
been in the driveway on 
weekends. 


Whatever the reasons, the two 
had been in the house for only a 
little more than a month when 
the letter came, a letter from the 
town building inspector infor- 
ming them that they were in 
violation of the zoning by-laws. 
They should come in for a chat. 
Rexford Moss, the building in- 
spector, says he looked into the 
situation only after Glezen Lane 
residents came to his office and 
complained. 

Moss told Dimond and Kanev 
they were in violation of the by- 
law because they were not a 
“family” and Glezen Lane was a 
single-family zone. They would 
have to apply for a zoning 
variance if they wished to stay in

the house they’d bought. 
Moreover, if a visiting friend of 
theirs planned to stay any length 
of time, they would have to app- 
ly for a special permit. 

Kanev and Dimond thought 
this was all merely a procedural 
matter. They applied for the per- 
mit and variance and showed up 
at the hearing scheduled before 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. To 
their suprise, so did 12 of their 
neighbors, who were unanimous- 
ly opposed to their continued 
residence on the street. 

The neighbors reportedly 
argued that granting a variance 
would set a ‘‘dangerous 
precedent’’ and open up 
Wayland to communes. Wilmer 
Tarver, who has been described 
as the organizing force behind 
the protesting neighbors, refused 
to discuss with the Phoenix why 
he views Kanev and Dimond as a 
threat to the neighborhood. He 
“town 
matter” and that he had “no 
comment at all.” 

Another neighbor, Thomas 
Myles, an attorney who practices 
in Cambridge, sees his new 
neighbors as jeopardizing 
property values. ‘Normally, 
families moving in wouldn’t care 
for two men living together, so 
the neighborhood would go down 
commercially.’’ Myles went on to 
say he simply wants to see the 
law enforced. When asked 
whether this was a case of using 
zoning to legislate lifestyle, he 
said “let ‘em move into some 
other area that isn’t zoned 
single-family.’’ Myles added, 
“Nobody has the right to live 
anywhere they want. Either 
they’re a single family or they’re 
not and I’m busy. Do you 
mind?” With that he closed the 
conversation.

City Councilor Albert L. 
“Dapper” O'Neil stood smiling 
outside Roxbury District Court 
after a day-long probable cause 
hearing last Wednesday and told 
reporters he had been ‘‘vin- 
dicated” and that he was “proud 
and thankful.” 

Dapper’s vindication came at 
the hands of Clerk of Courts 
Keesler H. Montgomery, who, 
without a word of explanation, 
had just denied complaints of 
assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon and assault 
and battery that were being 
sought against the bombastic 
city councilor. The complaints 
had been sought by John 
Hemann Jr., 21, who charged 
that O’Neil had put a gun to his 
head following an automobile ac- 
cident and warned the youth to 
“shut up or I will blow your fuck- 
ing head off.”’ 

Montgomery also denied a 
simple assault complaint sought 
by O'Neil against Hemann. 
O'Neil said Hemann had 
delivered a karate chop to his 
throat. : 

Montgomery quashed all com- 
plaint applications despite: 

— The testimony of Hemann 
and two corroborating witnesses 
that O'Neil had put a handgun 
to the young man’s head and 
threatened him. 

— The testimony of two more 
witnesses that, though they saw 
no gun, they heard O’Neil utter 
the threat. 

— And the lack of corrobora- 
tion by any witness of O’Neil’s 
claim that he actually had a 
black felt-tipped pen in his hand 
that evening, which must have 
been mistaken for a gun. 

There were, however, three 
other witnesses who said they 
saw no weapon and heard no

threats. And the issue was 
further obscured by evidence 
that Hemann, who is farsighted, 
was not wearing his glasses (they 
had been knocked off in the ac- 
cident), that a street light was 
not working and the area was un- 
usually dark, that another 
witness was 40 feet away when 
he allegedly caught a glimpse of 
the “gun,” and that the third 
witness who says he saw a 
handgun had been drinking. 

All of this stems from a three- 
car accident at midnight, Sun- 
day, November 17, a block west 
of Kenmore Square on Beacon 
Street.

Hemann said O’Neil forced 
him up against his car with his 
arms extended and his feet 
spread apart — “the standard 
arrest position’’ — held the gun 
to his temple with his right hand 
and applied pressure to his back 
with his left. Hemann said he 
was “‘terrified.” 

He did not see the entire gun, 
he admitted, just the barrel and 
the bore. But he denied any

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Gun Control: Time Out for Education

The politics of guns will once again 
become a dominating factor when the 
Massachusetts Legislature opens its 1975 
session on Jan. 1, the very same day that a 
new and tough gun control law, approved 
during the 1974 session and signed by 
Gov. Francis W. Sargent, goes into effect. 

Ironically, though, an effort will be 
made to postpone the operative date of 
the new law because it is feared that peo- 
ple simply do not know about it. 

The law calls for a one-year mandatory 
prison sentence for persons convicted of il- 
legally carrying handguns. The law also 
stipulates that the sentence cannot be 
suspended and that anyone convicted will 
not be eligible for parole or a furlough. 

The bill, which applies to handguns of 
every sort, was filed by House Speaker 
David M. Bartley and retired Norfolk 
Probate Judge J. John Fox after all other 
gun control legislation had been killed. 
Now, however, as the effective date of the 
law approaches, Bartley and Fox want a 
three-month delay to be spent educating 
the public, and Michael S. Dukakis, the 
new governor, appears willing to go along 
with the idea. 

In a memo sent to Bartley, Fox and 
several aides to the Speaker said that 
more time was needed to gear up for and 
launch an educational campaign. They 
said that television and radio stations 
were willing to provide free public service 
time for the campaign, but that this could 


best be done after the Christmas season. 
‘While the television and radio ads are 
important and the broadcasters willing to 
assist this education program, a far larger 
effort must be accomplished,” the memo 
said. “Every new departmental head in 
state government, from youth services, 
corrections, human services, public safety 
to educational agencies must be in- 
formed. Since many presently serving will 
be replaced, the: new appointees must be 
briefed and participate in the implemen- 
tation of the law. That will take an effort 
from January through at least April.” 


Judge Fox and others are also worried 
with “the potential dragnet effect” of the 
law, which “is of great concern to us. We 
do not want to jail people. We want to 
prevent people from illegally carrying 
guns.” The memo warned that the law 
“must be properly implemented and the 
public adequately informed,” as they 
were about the need to drive more slowly 
during last winter’s energy crisis. 

“What we need now,” Bartley told the 
Phoenix, “is free public service ads to in- 
form the people about the new law.” Ask- 
ed what would happen to people arrested 
and convicted of illegally carrying guns 
during the interim period (from Jan. 1 to 
whenever the three-month extension is 
approved and signed into law), Bartley 
said: ‘““They will go to jail.” 

Dukakis said he favored passage of the 
bill at the time but was not “enthusiastic 


about the mandatory jail sentence.” The 
new governor said, however, “I am willing 
to try it out and see if we can get a signifi- 
cant reduction in the number of people il- 
legally carrying guns.” 

Dukakis indicated that he supported 
the idea of a three-month delay, but 
would first have to talk it over with 
Bartley and Charles V. Barry, his 
Secretary of Public Safety. He said he was 
inclined to favor “some sort of amnesty 
period,” but that the details would have 
to be worked out. 


Although the time element in passing a 
bill delaying the effective date of the law 
is a factor, the Legislature has been 
known to whisk bills through both the 
House and Senate in a day, when it wants 
to. 


Meanwhile, the gun control organiza- 
tion known as People vs. Handguns, 
which was formed by Middlesex County 
Sheriff John J. Buckley, a strong advocate 
of gun control, will press the Legislature 
to approve a bill banning the possession 
and sale of all unauthorized handguns. 
Legislation to this effect has been filed by 
Buckley, Sen. Jack Backman of Brookline 
and Rep. Peter Harrington of Newton. 


The bill, which exempts law enforce- 
ment and security personnel, licensed 
businessmen, authorized pistol clubs and 
registered antique dealers, is similar to 
the one killed by the Legislature during 
the 1974 legislative session. But a new 
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feature has been added: the bill calls for 
an amnesty period (of unspecified dura- 
tion) during which possessors of illegal 
handguns may turn them in to law en- 
forcement officials and be reimbursed. (A 
similar program has been enacted in 
Baltimore, Maryland). Up to $80 million 
would be appropriated for this purpose. 

People vs. Handguns has increased its 
lobbying efforts this year and is deter- 
mined to get the issue on the ballot as a 
referendum question, should the 
Legislature once again defeat the 
measure. If stymied on Beacon Hill, the 
organization will begin circulating 
petitions for signatures to put the ques- 
tion directly to the voters in 1976. If it gets 
on the ballot it will probably be approved, 
Sopete opposition from the pro-grun lob- 

y. 

Backman, who fought unsuccessfully 
for passage of the bill last year, joined 
others at a People vs. Handguns press 
conference on Thursday. If the 
Legislature does not act, Backman said, 
“The people of this Commonwealth will 
vote to control handguns. Every public 
opinion survey has confirmed this. 

“In 1972 I filed the first bill for handgun 
control and stood alone at a public hear- 
ing. The next year I was joined by one or 
two others. This year we have more than 
30 groups and individual legislators who 
believe that the time for handgun control 
has come,”’ Backman said. He just might 
be right. 
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The Sacking of Boston’s Film Czar

Last Thursday evening, at a 
crowded preview screening of 
The Towering Inferno, there 
were persistent problems with 
the projector: the sound dropped 
to a whisper at the start of two 
reels, the focus went haywire 
during one important scene, and 
on three unscheduled occasions 
the picture just stopped dead. 
Each time the houselights came 
on unexpectedly, members of the 
audience would whisper and 
giggle, glance nervously at the 
Cinema 57’s projection booth 
and make the same eerie joke 
over and over: It’s him. Ben 
Sack’s the Phantom of the 57. 
Ben Sack’s getting even. 

Sack, who reigned for 30 years 
as Boston’s premier movie 
mogul, had been abruptly and 
unceremoniously ousted last 
Wednesday morning. Two hours 
after he boarded a plane for a 
Puerto Rico vacation, files per- 
taining to the operation of Sack 
Theatres were being removed 
from the Somerville offices of 
Bay State Smelting (where Sack 
maintains his personal head- 
quarters; he had long been in 
both the movie and junk 
businesses, and considered them 
“very kindred lines of work’’). By 
the time he reached his destina- 
tion, word of what was politely 
termed his ‘‘resignation” as 
Chief Operating Officer of the 
film empire had also arrived. 
And by the next day, when Sack 
returned to Boston, the locks at 
the film company’s downtown 
headquarters had already been 
changed. 

It was blunt Ben Sack’s uni- 
que ability to offend that gave 
him a certain perverse charm; 
that same ability is probably 
also what got him fired. Though

Alan Friedberg, Sack’s successor 
and employee of 18 years, says 
the change was made to “infuse 
some new blood”’ into the outfit 
— and though Sheldon Feinberg, 
Chairman of the Board of the 
conglomerate that now owns 
Sack Theatres, is equally unin- 
formative regarding the reasons 
for the dismissal — the finesse 


and swiftness with which it was 
executed indicate that such a 
move may have been in the 
works for a while. Ever since 
1969, when Sack sold his interest 
in the company he founded to a 
large organization, he had 
technically been a figurehead 
(albeit an unusually vigorous 
one), yet he still managed to 


end for Ben Sack. 


behave like a petty autocrat. 
And Cadence Industries, the 
conglomerate which employed 
him (and which also controls 
such diverse interests as Curtis 
Publishing, Hudson Phar- 
maceutical and Gold Stamps of 


Canada), let him get away with 


it for two good reasons. First, 
Sack Theatres continued to 


make money despite its chief’s 
occasionally flagrant bad judg- 
ment (e.g., Sack reportedly stak- 
ed a large sum on The Night 
Porter, which hardly lived up to 
his expectations), and fiscal 1974 
is projected to be the second 
most profitable year in the com- 
pany’s history. Second, and 
more important, Sack was and 
probably still is a consummate 
showman. The pastel suits, the 
bejeweled pinky rings, the in- 
credible arrogance all worked to 
his advantage; his very crassness 
in the face of an ever more 
sophisticated industry exuded 
unshakable confidence. For all 
his unorthodox, uninformed 
methods (he once explained, 
‘Now I can look at a picture and 
look at two frames or give it the 
benefit of the doubt and look at 
ten minutes, and in my opinion, 
I can tell you whether or not it’ll 
work”), he must have really 
wowed them down at Cadence in 
New Jersey, where the top brass 
have very little knowledge of or 
personal interest in the movie 
business. 

Who but Ben Sack would have 
had the sheer chutzpah to pick a 
fight — if his account (see ac- 


_ companying box) is to be believ- 


ed — with his own boss, the 
President of an organization in 
which Sack had no controlling 
interest? (Sack didn’t even have 
a contract, and no longer held a 
position on the board of direc- 
tors.) Sack’s arrogance with 
Cadence was certainly nothing 
new; his attitude had always 
been “mind your own business” 
and they were docile enough to 
comply. Someone in New Jersey 
must have finally realized that 
there was as much bluster as. 
wisdom-in-the-rough to Sack’s

Good Tidings for Tenants: Mayor as Santa

It may well have been a first of 
its kind: not only were there two 
major developments on the rent 
control front last week, but each, 
it appears, represents good news 
for tenants. 

Boston Mayor Kevin White 
last Thursday denied landlords a 
12 percent across-the-board rent 
hike, saying that such an in- 
crease would be unfair to tenants 
and landlords alike. White’s ac- 
tion came just two weeks after 
the Rental Housing Association, 
a powerful landlord group, had 
issued a strong demand for the 
increase. 

And in a farther-reaching de- 
velopment, a rent control study 
done for the Massachusetts le- 
gislature has come down square- 
ly in favor of the state’s current 
rent control law. 

The $40,000 study — com- 
missioned in mid-summer by the 
legislature’s Local Affairs Com- 
mittee and researched by Har- 
bridge House, a consulting firm 
— is still a week or so from com- 
pletion. But its draft recommen- 
dations are now out and not like- 
ly to change, and the most im- 
portant of those recommen- 
dations is that the state’s rent 
control law be extended until 
1980, five years beyond its 
current expiration date. The 
study says there is a “current 
and continuing shortage of affor- 
dable rental housing” and says 
that, on the basis of statistical 
evidence, ‘‘there is no sound 
tani for the repeal of [the 
aw]. 

“None of the available data 
demonstrates that rent control 
harms more people than it helps, 
or that it sufficiently impairs the 
supply of rental housing,” the 
study continues. 

In addition to its strong sup- 
port for the current law, the 


study defends the performance 
of local rent control ad- 
ministrations. “We find no 
current evidence,’’ says the 
study, “either of wholesale ad- 
ministrative abuses of the 
statute... or of excessively 
large backlogs of unprocessed 
cases, as some have claimed. In 
fact, we have been greatly im- 
pressed by the professionalism 
and conscientiousness of the 
Board members... .” 

The study also recommends a 
number of changes in the current 
law that would strengthen it. It 
says, for example, that the 
current exemption of FHA-sub- 
sidized housing from rent control 
protection should be dropped. If 
that recommendation were 
carried out it might wel! affect 
some 3000 such units that were 
recently decontrolled in Boston. 

The study also suggests that 
new housing units be put under 
rent control once they are five 
years old. Under the current law, 
all units built since January of 
1969 are automatically exempt. 
And on the question of when 
landlords should be allowed to 
evict tenants, the study comes 
up with more pro-tenant 
recommendations. Evictions 
should be allowed for rehabilita- 
tion, it says, only when it is being 
done by the landlord to correct 
housing code violations. And 
landlords should not be granted 
evictions when they are cunver- 
ting housing units into con- 
dominiums; instead, an eviction 
should be okayed only when 
there is a bona fide buyer for a 
particular unit. 

Further, says the study, there 
appears to be no logical basis for 
limiting rent control to com- 
munities with populations of 
over 50,000. “If a small com- 
munity develops an emergency 
rental housing situation,’ it 


adds, “rent control... should 
be an option that is open to 
them.” 


The report suggests also that 
many troubles encountered by 
local rent boards shortly. after 
the current law went into effect 
can be blamed largely on the 
state’s Department of Com- 
munity Affairs (DCA), which 
was supposed to have drawn up a 
series of rent control guidelines. 
DCA should set up a special 
bureau for that purpose now, 
says the report, and the bureau 
should draw up detailed 
guidelines on methods for com- 
puting a landlord’s fair net 
operating income. 


But even with the highly 
favorable report, the fight to ex- 
tend rent control in Massachu- 
setts is far from over. The Har- 
bridge House recommendations 
have a long way to go before they 
become law: public hearings, the 
approval of the Local Affairs 
Committee, the eventual ap- 
proval of the legislature and, 
through it all, heavy landlord 


pressure. 

At this point, though, rent 
control adyocates appear op- 
timistic. Rep. John Bussinger of 
Brookline has already filed a bill 
that would make rent control a 
permanent option for local com- 
munities — not just until 1980 — 
and he thinks the bill has an ex- 
cellent chance of passage. The 
bill also incorporates two other 
recommendations in the Har- 
bridge House report — the 
removal of the exemption on 
FHA units and the removal of 
the 50,000 population require- 
ment. 


The other rent control news 
last week — Boston Mayor 
White’s denial of a general rent 
hike — was not completely unex- 
pected (see “Rents to Rise? 
Landlords Put the Pressure On,” 
Phoenix, December 10). Two big 
landlord victories — the removal 
of administrator John Grace in 
August and the decontrolling of 
3000 “luxury” units in October 
— had seriously tarnished the 
Mayor’s image as a rent control 


supporter. And with his busing 
troubles, the mayor could ill af- 
ford to lose more tenant support 
by granting an across-the-board 
hike. 

A spokesman for White last 
week denied that the Mayor con- 
sidered any of that in making his 
decision. Instead, said the 
spokesman, White vetoed the 
request because it was ‘“‘not 
equitable” to either tenants or 
landlords, because the tax rate 
had remained stable for three 
years (rising property taxes have 
led to increases elsewhere) and 
because, as the Harbridge report 
demonstrated, there was no big 
backlog of cases at the rent 
board. 

Local tenant organizers were 
pleased with the decision, but 
many took a wait-and-see at- 
titude. “The landlords can still 
come in on a case-by-case basis, 
which may be more profitable for 
many of them,” said Lou Finfer 
of the Dorchester Community 
Action Council. “It’s just a 
matter of White trying to act like 
Santa Claus.”

collapse.’’ I resist drawing 
parallels and he goes on. 
“Everyone steals. I knew a man, 
he was an apron-cutter at a fac- 
tory. Every apron he cut, instead 
of it being 18 inches, he’d make 
it 17. He had an arrangement 
with two others to sell the 
material.” 

All the others laugh, recalling 
the clandestine joy of stealing 
from the state cookie jar. Some 
of the Russians, says Morey 
Schapira, have been known to 
fraudulently request extra sup- 
port payments when they come 
here — they cannot adjust to the 
idea of an unmalicious — and 
financially limited — benefac- 
tor. ‘“‘Eventually,’’ continues 
Kirov, ‘“‘the man was arrested for 
economic crimes. Inssuch a case, 
most go to jail. A Jew is 

In Kirov, off senses some 
remaining partiality or, at least, 
a grudging respect for the 
Soviets. He is especially im- 
patient with American economic 
policy. “There will never be in- 
flation in the Soviet Union,” he. 
says. ‘““They have too much, too 
many resources, and they freeze 
prices, manipulate demand. 
‘Here the individual is 
everything, too much. There is 
too much freedom, I think. The 
Russians would not let demands 
ruin the economy. Detente is a 
great mistake. The Americans do 
not understand what they are 
dealing with... .” 

His young son begins to cry 
and Mr. Kirov excuses himself. I 
ask his wife if she likes the U.S. 
She gropes for English. ‘‘Con- 
ditions are bad for everyone. 
They will get better, no?” 

* * * 

Gallina Gabey’s story is very 
different. She never for a mo- 
ment considered going to Israel 
— she is not a Jew. Her husband 

i was, however, and so are her two 
children. At least they always 
have been so in the eyes of Soviet 
authorities. ““They would have 
} had no future at all in Russia,” 
she says. ‘““They would be mark- 
ed as children of a dissident. 
Nothing is worse.” 

The mention of her husband, 
Ilya, sparks interest among the 
others in the room. “He was 
famous,” Dr. Linsky tells me, a 
little reverently. Ilya was a poet, 
teacher and archaeologist but 
most importantly, he was a dissi- 
dent, part of a small group in a 
national underground, a dis- 
tributor of anti-government 
literature and samizdats, for- 
bidden manuscripts. “He was 
not so much concerned about 
Jews as about rights,” she says of 
her husband. “But because he

was Jewish, he was especially 
vulnerable.” 

She is strikingly beautiful, 
with deep-set blue eyes enhanc- 
ed by sunny blond hair. She 
speaks resolutely, rarely pausing 
for the interpreter. Occasionally 
I think I detect a quaver in her 
voice. She is discussing the last 
five years of her husband’s life. 


‘*‘When they [the secret police] 
came for him, they spoke almost 
gently. They said they were tak- 
ing him only for questions. We 
were almost fooled. He went to 
jail for three years. They put him 
with the common criminals. It 
was sadism, a punishment for 
the soul . After he was 
released, he would be picked up 
again. He could not get work. 
Sometimes they would come for 
me, too. When I. was eight 
months pregnant, they kept me 
at the station all day. Once, they 
offered him a visa to Israel. He 
would not take it. He said he 
wanted to decide for himself 
when he wanted to go. He loved 


She tells the story of a friend, 
another in her husband’s group 
of dissidents. “‘He was raised in. 
institutions when his parents 
died. He became a delinquent 
and alcoholic, and was sent to 
jail. There he became a dissi- 
dent... .” In October of 73, the 
friend was arrested. ‘‘He 
betrayed the group, he betrayed 
his own daughter. He told the 
secret police stories they never 


should have heard.” She pauses, 
then continues matter-of-factly. 
“It got very bad then. In 
January, my husband shot 
himself.” 


She received her visa in April. 
“They knew I am not Jewish and 
that I would not go to Israel. But 
they didn’t care about me 
anymore.” I may use her name, 
she says. “I have nothing more to 
lose.” 


Abruptly, when Gallina’s soft 
voice stops, the group begins to 
shift in its seats. ‘“‘No more 
questions, please,” says Mrs. 
Kirov. Beneath smiles there had 
been strain. They pull on their 
big overcoats and walk 
downstairs. I stare down at them 
for a minute before they blend 
into the neighborhood and as 
they enjoy, I imagine, their new- 
found anonymity. They haven’t 
come here in the numbers of 
those immigrant waves to Ellis 
Island; they’ve come by plane, 
not boat, and even managed to 
retain their Russian names in 
the process. But this, none- 
theless, is their promised land, 
simplistically perceived, as it 
was for the millions. I wonder 
how long it will remain so. Will it 
take a generation, or less, for 
complications to set in — for 
their children to discover the dis- 
illusion endemic to their 
American counterparts, for the 
parents to find themselves 
forgotten in old age, for that 
anonymity to become a curse 
rather than a blessing?

C’Neil retorted: “Rights? Don’t 
give me that fucking con- 
stitutional bullshit. He has no 
rights.’"’ And Andrew Cook 
testified he came out of a bar, 
saw O'Neil ‘snatch a boy out of 
a car” and heard the City Coun- 
cilor say, “If you move, I’ll blow 
your fucking head off.” 


O’Neil’s version of all this is 
that he approached Hemann’s 
car after the accident to see if the 
boy was all right, but when he 
saw Hemann working the gear- 
shift he thought Hemann was 
trying to drive away and opened 
the door to the car. He said 
Hemann then struck him in the 
throat with the side of his hand. 
“I reached in and said, ‘Now 
you're coming out of the car,’ ” 
O'Neil testified, whereupon he 
dragged the youth from his 
smashed VW and held him until 
the police arrived. O’Neil said he 
had a pen in his hand that ‘he 
had planned to use to write down 
Hemann’s license and registra- 
tion numbers and that he was 
holding Hemann’s collar with 
that hand, creating, apparently, 
the illusion that he was holding a 
gun to the youth’s head. 

In answer to those who claim- 
ed he threatened Hemann, 
O'Neil offered this explanation: 
“He said, ‘Let go of me,’ and I 
said, ‘I’m not going to let go and 


have you take another sucker 


punch and knock my _ fucking 
head off.’ 

Baker Smith had told the 
Phoenix earlier that he had ap- 
proached O'Neil after the inci- 
dent and told him he had called 
the police “because I thought 


you needed help.” 


“Oh no,” he claimed Dapper 
responded. “I don’t need any 
help when I’ve got my trusty 
peacemaker,” which Smith took 
to be a reference to the handgun 
he claims he had seen. 

O’Neil’s version of this conver- 
sation is that Smith approached 


-him just before O’Neil had 


released Hemann to police 
custody, introduced himself and 
asked if O’Neil remembered him 
from a previous meeting. “I'll 
speak to you in a minute,” 
O’Neil claimed he responded. 
“Right now I’m trying to make 
the peace.” 

Although no one corroborated 
the substance of O’Neil’s 
testimony (and no one else saw 
the felt-tipped pen), three 
witnesses testified they saw no 
gun and heard no threats — 
Michael Culhane, owner of the 
car in which Francis O’Brien had 
been sitting; John Flanagan Jr., 
a friend of his; and Linda 
Sullivan, who was about to enter 
a nearby bar when the accident 


occurred and said that at 
O’Neil’s urging she called the 
police. Additionally, Andrew 
Cook, who did hear a threat by 
O'Neil, said he had had a clear 
view of O’Neil’s right hand and 
saw no gun. 

Although all applications for 
assault charges have been 
denied, Hemann still faces a 
charge of driving to endanger, 
which was continued to Jan. 9. 
And a Police Dept. Internal Af- 
fairs Investigation into police 
conduct following the accident is 
not yet complete. 

A string of officers from 
District Four did testify, though, 
that Hemann was offered 
medical treatment but did not 
take advantage of it. Police 
variously described Hemann 


' following the accident as “‘in bad 


shape,”’ “stumbling,” and ‘“‘in- 
capacitated,” but all assumed he 
was drunk or under the influence 
of drugs, rather than dazed as a 
result of striking his head in the 
accident as he claims. (An initial 
charge against Hemann of 
operating under the influence of 
alcohol was dropped after he 
registered zero on the breath- 
alyzer.) 

Hemann’s father has com- 
plained to Police Comr. Robert 
diGrazia, who initiated the in- 
ternal inquiry, that his son was 
not offered medical help. 
District Four police denied that 
allegation in court. They said 
Hemann was offered medical 
treatment and did not take ad- 
vantage of it. 


Councilor O'Neil and his at- 
torney, though, suggested 
throughout that the whole case 
represented a kind of media con- 
spiracy against him. Atty. 
Dinsmore argued that the six- 
day time lapse between the acci- 
dent and Hemann’s application 
for a criminal complaint was 
‘most unusual,” especially since 
Hemann had been contacted by 
the Phoenix during that week. 
“Six days passed,” Dinsmore 
said, “and then on the seventh, 
they didn’t try to make the 
world, they tried to destroy 
O’Neil.”’ 

Hemann’s attorney, David 
Mazzone, responded, ‘‘We did 
not seek the assistance of the 
media. The evidence is clear. 
Mr. Hemann did not know with 
whom he was dealing until he got 
a phone call from the press the 
next day, and until such a 
thorough investigation of the 
matter that evidence indicated it 
{the filing of a complaint] was 
necessary.” 

Dapper O'Neil, though, was 
unconvinced. “If I were Joe 
Smith,” he told TV reporters 
outside, “I wouldn't be in here 
on that charge. It’s because I’m a 
city councilor that all the press is 
here. There’s more press here 
than Watergate.”

injured, and arrests are made. 
The police have shown 
remarkable restraint. 

Now a division occurs. Owens, 
Imamu Baraka, Gloria Steinem 
and others form a ring in front of 
the marchers, arguing tactics 
while marshals keep the press 
and the rank and file of the 
march far away. Owens is in 
favor of having himself, and 
perhaps Ralph Abernathy, sym- 
bolically arrested trying to go 
down Boylston Street. Baraka is 
for continuing the attempt to 
bring the march down the street. 
As the argument goes on, John 
Boone, the former Corrections 
Commissioner, and others start 
coaxing the body of the march 
down along the authorized route. 
When they have all left for Com- 
monwealth Avenue, the argu- 
ment between Owens and the 
others is still raging in the in- 
tersection. The police disappear. 
Finally, Owens locks arms with a 
few supporters and walks down 
Boylston Street. Some straggling 
policemen spot him and nudge 
his group onto the sidewalk, 
whence they continue to the 
Common. 

At the speakers’ platform on 
the Common, Owens is met by 
jeers of “sellout” from younger 
marchers. Although by aban- 
doning his original intention he 
may have averted bloodshed, the 
younger, more militant people 
have made him an instant 
villain. About 800 people gather 
for the Common rally. 


Sunday, Dec. 15 — “Jesus, 
who's that colored guy with 
Ray?’’ one dumbfounded 
bystander asks another as the 
South Boston march rolls onto 
the Boston Common right on 
time. Indeed, a tall, lanky, 
middle-aged black man is one of 
the front rank of the march, jok- 
ing and chatting with Ray Flynn, 
the South Boston state repre- 
sentative who organized this 
anti-busing rally. Soon enough, 
the crowd will find out who the 
man is and what he is doing at a 
rally against busing in Boston on 
a cold December afternoon. 

As the dignitaries arrive at 
Parkman Bandstand, Joe 
Falzone, the one-man band, is 
performing ‘‘Southie is My 
Home Town.” Although their 
signs say they come from Milton, 
Weymouth, Braintree, Quincy, 
Charlestown, East Boston and 
various other places, the 
marchers all seem to know the 
words. “Hitler and Garrity — 
Two of a Kind,” reads one picket 
sign. “Keep the Knives in Rox- 


bury.” says another. “Here We 


Go, Southie. Here We Go,” the” 


crowd chants as Flynn and com- 
pany appear on the stage. 

A woman takes the micro- 
phone to get the day’s events un- 
derway. In her cadences;follow- 
ing her lead, the 6000-odd 
ralliers recite the Pledge of Alle- 
giance, then sing along with Joe 
Falzone as he sings along with a 
Kate Smith recording of “God 
Bless America.” She won it for 
the Philadelphia Flyers. Can she 
win it for their cause? 

Things get down to business as 
the woman introduces “the one 
man in broadcasting who has 
consistently supported people’s 
rights and tells it like it is, our 
true friend in the anti-busing 
struggle — AVI NELSON!” 

“Here We Go, Avi, Here We 
Go,” the crowd erupts as their 
favorite talkmaster takes the 
microphone. There are three 
reasons for their presence here 
today, Nelson tells the people. 
First, to show support for the 
family of Michael Faith, the 
white student allegedly stabbed 
by a black student at South 
Boston High the week before. Se- 
cond, to send a message to Judge 
Garrity. Third, to support a con- 
stitutional amendment against 
busing. 

A gaggle of politicians has 
arrived at the Bandstand by now 
— “our elected officials,” the 
speakers will call them all after- 
noon. John Kerrigan wanders 
around in a black windbreaker, 
with the words “Boston School 
Committee Chairman’’ 
emblazoned on the chest, and 
“Bigga” inscribed on the arm. 
“Bigga,” he explains, is an old 
Army nickname, given by his 
barrack-mates, who were awed 
by the size of his sexual organs. 
Or so he says. 

Now Michael Faith’s mother 
takes the microphone, her voice 
trembling, her discomfort patent 
at being brought before this 
massive crowd. But she quickly 
rises to the challenge and thanks 
“All you parents and children, 
all you respectable, wonderful 
people .... Judge Garrity does 
not allow us into his courtroom 
lon Wednesday she would be 
proved right]... . I never heard 
of Judge Garrity until he made 
his fateful decision. He seems to 
have more power than any dic- 
tator that ever crawled across 
the face of the earth .... It is 
now a federal offense for us to 
utter a nasty word.... It is a 
federal offense for four of us to 
gather on our own streets .... 
We will breathe long after he is 
dust. Judge Garrity, with our 
last breath we say to you: 
NEVER!” 

Much later, the crowd gets the 
answer to its question: who is 


that black man with Ray Flynn? ©

He is Clay Smothers, a talk show 
host from Dallas, the proprietor 
of an orphanage, an opponent of 
forced busing. Although he 
speaks disjointedly and to ex- 
cess, the wonder is not the quali- 
ty of his speech; the wonder is 
that he, like Dr. Johnson’s dan- 
cing dog, exists at all. “So that 
you will be comfortable, let me 
say that I do not have any 
feelings or sensibilities because I 
am a black man among all you 
white people,” he begins. “I 
come to challenge Judge Garrity. 
That challenge is, if he will move 
to Roxbury, I will move to South 
Boston.”” The cheering begins; 
Joe Falzone switches on a tape 
recording of ‘‘Beer Barrel 
Polka,’’ to accompany the 
applause which punctuates 
Smothers’s speech. 


Monday, Dec. 16 — The object 
of Clay Smothers’s challenge 
opens court with a citizenship 
ceremony. If the melting pot has 
failed, the people in Courtroom 
Number Five are unaware of it, 
as the avuncular, balding gray- 


haired judge explains what this 
‘country means to him. 

“Life isn’t made up of perfec- 
tion,” Judge Garrity admits, 
almost sadly. “It’s a great mis- 
take to expect perfection. But 
citizenship is the continuing ef- 
fort to get closer and closer to the 
American ideal. A great deal 
hinges on the creation of an at- 
mosphere in which individual 
liberties may be fulfilled. 
America must be a tolerant 
society if it’s ever to approach 
the realization of the American 
dream.” 

Across town, the five people 
Judge Garrity has ordered to 
create an atmosphere in which 
the individual liberties of Boston 
schoolchildren can be fulfilled 
are meeting to consider a plan 
for total desegregation of the 
Boston public schools that has 
been drawn up by the School 
Department’s Educational Plan- 
ning Center — the Phase II 
program for next year. The plan 
is never discussed. 

“‘There’s bloodshed in the 
city,” John Kerrigan fulminates.

‘There is racial hatred in the ci- 
ty. People are leaving the city. In 
good conscience, I cannot add to 
this. I will not vote for this 
plan.” 

“In all clear conscience,” Paul 
Ellison echoes, “I think this plan 
is unjust, unsafe — I will not 
vote for this plan.” 

John McDonough concurs at 
length, inevitably concluding 
that he will not support the plan. 
Committee Members Sullivan 
and Tierney vote for it. 

The court order which called 
for the Phase II plan had 
directed the Committee to 
prepare, file, and approve a 
proposal to desegregate the 


' schools; although the Committee 


had failed to approve it, John 
Mirick of Hale and Dorr, their 
attorney, announces that he 
would file the plan in any case; 
he does just that, in Judge 
Garrity’s court, shortly after 1 
pm. * 

Walking over to the Federal 
Court, ek is noncommittal 
about defending his clients in a 
possible contempt hearing. 
“That’s if we are still their 
counsel,”’ he smiles, but wil! go 
no further on the subject. Earlier 
this year, when James St. Clair 
resigned as counsel to the School 
Committee to represent Richard 
Nixon, a prominent Boston trial 
attorney snorted his disapproval 
of St. Clair’s policy of taking on 
almost anyone who desired his 
services. “Richard Nixon I can 
understand,”’ he. said. “But the 
Boston School Committee?” 

At 5:45, Judge Garrity orders 
the entire School Committee to 
appear in his courtroom on 
Wednesday morning. 


Tuesday, Dec. 17 — The ex- 
pected happens. John Mirick an- 
nounces that Hale and Dorr is 
resigning as counsel for the 
School Committee. The 
NAACP, through its attorneys, 
files both criminal and civil con- 
tempt motions against the three 
members of the School Com- 
mittee who refused to approve 
the Phase II Plan. The Com- 
mittee announces that DiMento 
and Sullivan, a law firm it had 
wanted to retain before the City 
Corporation Counsel forced it to 
use Hale and Dorr, will represent 
it on Wednesday. 


Wednesday, Dec. 18 — Judge 
Garrity’s docket for the after- 
noon lists Tallulah Morgan vs. 
John Kerrigan (Hearing) at 2 
o'clock. By 1:30, more than a 
hundred people have gathered in 
the corridor outside Courtroom 
Number Five, jostling, shouting, 
and chanting support for the 
School Committee. 

“Maggots!”’ they scream as 
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members of the press and the bar 
filter their way through the 
crowd and into a back corridor 
leading to the courtroom. John 
Kerrigan has taken to referring 
to the press as maggots — one of 
the more printable terms in his 
lexicon — and obviously his 
coinage has struck their fancy. 
Inside the courtroom, the jury 
box has already filled with 
reporters and artists. With half 


an hour to go before the hearing 


begins, the tiny spectators’ area 
is half filled. No lay people have 
yet been admitted. In a few 
minutes, as reporters continue to 
file in, it becomes apparent that 
none will be. 

Just before the hearing begins, 
an uproar rises from the crowd, 
penetrating both sets of locked 
doors between the corridor and 
the courtroom. Presently, 
through the small door off the 
back corridor, Kerrigan appears, 
leading the rest of his Com- 
mittee, and settles into place on 
the first bench of the spectators’ 
section, joined by Committee- 
woman Kathleen Sullivan. 

Judge Garrity quickly begins 
the proceedings. “There are a 
number of items on the agenda 
for this afternoon,’’ he an- 
nounces; almost simul- 
taneously, the crowd in the hall 
outside erupts into catcalls and 
jeers. Moments later, Tom 
Atkins, the president of the local 
NAACP chapter, enters through 
the front of the courtroom. The 
marshals clear the corridor. 

The first item is Hale and 
Dorr’s resignation. John Mirick 
rises. 

“The events which led up to 
our resignation,” he begins, 
‘thave been adequately dis- 
played in the press .... The 
relationship between ourselves 
and our clients has deteriorated 
to the point where we are unable 
to have any continuing represen- 
tation for our clients either in 
this Court or any other court.” 

James J. Sullivan of DiMento 
and Sullivan rises in the back of 
the court. An older man with 
snowy hair, a thick local accent 
and an air of experience who 
peers through half glasses at the 
papers in his hand, Sullivan ex- 
plains that he is prepared to 
represent the Committee only on 
the matter of contempt; he has 
not been retained for the whole 
case, he is not to be considered a 
replacement for Hale and Dorr 
— not yet, at least. The plain- 
tiffs ask the Court to assure them 
that a new attorney will not slow 
down the case attempting to 
familiarize himself with the 
issues. Garrity tells Mirick that 
he will allow Hale and Dorr to 
withdraw when he is sure that 
the School Committee has new 
counsel who are able to take over 
the case. 

The bombshell explodes. ‘‘The 


next item here is criminal con- 
tempt,” Garrity continues. “The 
Court will not even entertain 
arguments on that motion — 
which is summarily denied.” 
Garrity’s homily on the theme 
that defendants should not be 
held guilty of a criminal act for 
following their consciences is an 
anticlimax which ignores reams 
of Federal decisions that have 
done just that. The Judge goes 


on to say that he will hear a mo- 


tion for a civil contempt citation 
next week, and explains the 
difference between the two in a 
manner calculated to obscure 
the fact that jail is just as much 
a punishment for civil contempt 


‘as it is for criminal; he hints 


broadly that he may take the 
power of running the schools 
away from the Committee. 
Clearly, Garrity sees that the 
power to make martyrs is in his 
hand. He will not use that power. 
“I’m not going to entertain 
arguments next Monday about 
how terrible forced busing is. I 
know how bad forced busing is,”’ 
he says at the conclusion of his 
sermon. He will not willingly 
hand John Kerrigan the nails for 
his own crucifixion. 

When the School Committee 
leaves the courtroom, the three 
members named in the com- 
plaint are instructed to return 
next week to tell the Court about 
their willingness to implement 
desegregation. Their power 
hangs in the balance. 

Their popularity, however, is 
of course unquestioned. When 
John Kerrigan reaches the now- 
empty corridor, he is once more 
full of swagger, brimming with 
more adolescent macho than he 
has displayed in weeks. He offers 
one reporter an enema. He 
clamps a tight grip on another’s 
arm and demands, “Have you 
been drinking again? You look 
like you’ve been drinking. I don’t 
want you near me if you’ve been 
drinking.’’ Within earshot of a 
black television correspondent, 
he bellows, ‘Did you see [him]? 
He’s a great proof of evolution. I 
bet he loves bananas.’’ An 
elevator arrives to take him 
downstairs, manned by two 
policemen. On the first floor, he 
is disgorged into a mob of his 
most vehement, vocal sup- 
porters, the remnants of the 
crowd evicted from the 12th floor 
when the hearing started. 

“T’ll be home for Christmas,” 
he tells them, then adds, as an 
afterthought: “The disgrace here 


today was that the maggots from . 


the: media took all the seats in 
the courtroom and the people of 
Boston couldn’t get in.” The 
people of Boston cheer wildly. 
The Chairman of their School 
Committee sweeps away into the 
street.

Another worried neighbor, 
Mrs. Richard Osborne, insisted, 
““We have no objection to the two 
particular people. I don’t even 
know them.” She was-apprehen- 
sive about “what the future 
might bring,” though she refused 
to elaborate on what she imagin- 
ed that to be. 

It’s not a new issue for 
Wayland. The matter has come 
up before, but only in cases 
where groups of unrelated per- 
sons were renting a house. The 
Zoning Board of Appeals has 
turned down variances in two 
out of three such cases in the last 
year and a half. But the issue 
goes far beyond Kanev' and Di- 
mond and the town of Wayland. 
It really involves a. conflict 
between the basic constitutional 
rights of the individual (such as 
equal protection under the law) 
and the power of zoning or- 
dinances not only to protect 
private property but to regulate 
lifestyle. It’s an issue that has 
been in and out of the courts, 
both the state courts and the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

Whatever is decided in 
Wayland, Paul Pearson, an at- 
torney on the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, says the decision is go- 
ing to have far-reaching impli- 
cations. Though Wayland’s zon- 
ing by-law does not define what 
constitutes ‘‘a family,’’ the 
Board of Appeals in an opinion 
last year did give some 
guidelines. Basically, it came 
down on the side of the 
traditional family, except in cer- 
tain unusual cases. In these in- 
stances, certain “family at- 
tributes” must be present in the 
relationship’ among the oc- 
cupants. 

Pearson feels there is much 
divided opinion on this issue in 
Wayland, and suggests that it 
should be thrashed out in a town 
meeting. It seems unlikely that 
the issue will be aired this year, 
since the deadline for town 
meeting proposals has passed 
and Sally Peters, the chairman 
of the Planning Board which 
would submit such a proposal, 
says the matter hasn’t even been 
discussed by them. 

So it appears that the Board of 
Appeals will end up deciding 
how their definition of “family” 
applies to Kanev and Dimond. 
Thirty to 50 similar cases in 
Wayland could be affected by 
the decision, Pearson estimates. 
In the event the decision goes 
against them and the town tries 
to fine them for living in their 
own house, Kanev and Dimond 
have been investigating the 
possibility of challenging the rul-

ing in court. They have been 
talking to the Civil Liberties 
Union of Mass. and other ex- 
perts. They want to stay in the 
house and intend to fight to do 


It’s unclear what their chances 
would be in court, especially 
because there are only two peo- 
ple concerned, a fact which some 
think may enhance their posi- 
tion. Most of the cases dealing 
with zoning ordinances and un- 
related individuals involve larger 
groups, such as communes. 

Here in Massachusetts, the 
courts have ruled against laws 
that try to prevent groups of un- 
related persons from living 
together. In a 1970 decision, 
Superior Court Judge Harry 
Kalus decided that Brookline’s, 
zoning by-laws which imposed 
such restrictions were “arbitrary 
and capricious.” Judge Kalus 
argued that the by-laws violated 
the right to freedom of associa- 
tion guaranteed under the First 
Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution, as well as the equal 
protection clause. Moreover, he 
wrote in his opinion, “persons 
are deprived of the right to live 
where and with whom they 
please.” 

Recently, however, the U.S. 
Supreme Court took the opposite 
position in a case upholding a 
similar by-law in the village of 
Belle Terre, New York. Like 
Brookline’s the Belle Terre by- 
law restricted single-family 
dwelling units to traditional 
families or to not more than two 
unrelated persons. Justice 
William O. Douglas, who wrote 
the majority opinion, argued 
that “The police power is not 
confined to elimination of filth, 
stench, and unhealthy places. It 
is ample to lay out zones where 
family values, youth values and 
clean air make the area a sanc- 
tuary for people.” 

A vigorous dissenting opinion 
by Justice Thurgood Marshall 
said ‘‘The ordinance dis- 
criminates on the basis of such a 
personal lifestyle choice as to 
household companions. It per- 
mits any number of persons 
related by blood or marriage, be 


it two or twenty, to live in a 
single household, but it limits to 
two the number of unrelated per- 
sons bound by profession, love, 
friendship, religious or political 
affiliation or mere economics 
who can occupy a single home. 
The town has, in effect, acted to 
fence out those individuals 
whose choice of lifestyle differs 
from that of its current 
residents.” 

Lee Goldstein, an attorney 
who has written a book on the 
law and alternative lifestyles 
called Communes and Common 
Sense: A Legal Manual for Com- 
munities, told the Phoenix that, 
given the Belle Terre decision, it 
would probably be easier for two 
men to win a decision than a 
larger group. Goldstein argues 
that communities have no right 
to regulate the type of family 
that occupies a dwelling. He says 
that when zoning by-laws 
describe a one-family unit, they 
are referring to the kind of dwell- 
ing, not the type of occupancy. 
He also questions whether the 
Massachusetts Zoning Enabling 
Act gives towns and cities the 
right to regulate family 
arrangements at all. 

Rep. Peter Harrington of New- 
ton and Sen. Bill Owens of 
Boston are sponsoring legislation 
that proposes to clarify the 
meaning of the Zoning Enabling 
Act in this matter. Their bill, 
which is supported by New Com- 
munity Projects (a group foster- 
ing alternative group living 
arrangements), provides that 
“family” shall include ‘‘any 
voluntary association of persons 
operating as a single housekeep- 
ing unit.”” But supporters think 
it unlikely the bill will pass this 
year. Bob Giel, of New Com- 
munity Projects, says, “This we 
expect to be a long fight; five 
years maybe.” The bill was in- 
troduced last year and died in 
committee. 

It seems certain that no 
change in the Enabling Act will 
happen in time to save Kanev 
and Dimond, who face the 
prospect of being told — come 
New Year’s — they can’t live in 
the house they own. 
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The Pats: They Brought Back 1967

They made the pro football 
season something real for us 
again, something that was 
played not just in Oakland and. 
Miami and Minnesota and 
Washington. For 14 — yes, all 14 
— weeks they made sport all 
that sport should be, made it all 
manner of fun and entertain- 
ment and inspired emotion. 
From the first week and that 
miraculous victory over Miami 
to the marvelous standing ova- 
tion in the gathering darkness by 
their home fans two weeks ago at 
the game against Pittsburgh, the 
New England Patriots showed us 
that there can still be a love af- 
fair between a team and this 
town. They brought back the 
feeling that our dreams are 
somehow better when they are 
impossible. They brought back 
1967. 

It was the most fetching of 7-7 
teams, one of youth and youthful 
mistakes, hope and promise, big 
ups and big downs. It was a team 
to write songs about and, indeed, 
someone did. It was a team to 
which we could raise tailgate 
toasts, agonize with loudly in 


loud bars, praise or damn on the 
radio talk shows. 

Did the Patriots make the 
playoffs? They surely did not. 
Does it matter? Those who 
watched the team this season 
can answer that for themselves. 
But at the same time they 
should ask one other question. 
They should ask themselves if, 
coming into this season, they 
ever for a moment thought that 
it would be so good, so very 
damn good. 

Little by little the team was 
broken down by injury, and still 
they did not quit. With Andy 
Johnsons and Eddie Hintons and 
Joe Wilsons they did not quit, 
but hung on to the playoff dream 
until the second-to-last week of 
the season. The schedule includ- 
ed Buffalo twice and Miami 
twice and Los Angeles and 
Minnesota and Pittsburgh and 
Oakland — that is eight games 
out of 14 against playoff teams 
— and never once did they throw 
in the towel. Bob Windsor 
didn’t, ruining a knee winning 
the Minnesota game with two 
seconds and no timeouts left, 
and Reggie Rucker didn’t, play- 


ing with a busted wrist, and Jim 
Plunkett didn’t, throwing to 
receivers whose names he may 
have had trouble remembering. 
We wouldn’t have stood for any 
sign of quitting. They weren’t 
capable of it, anyway. 

So Washington has a song for 
their Redskins? How does 
“Praise to the Patriots” grab 
you, George? They wave white 
handkerchiefs at Miami 
Dolphins games? Take a look at 
these snappy red numbers of 
ours, Shula. They throw a mean 
tailgate in Minnesota? Do they 
have five-piece jazz bands at 
tailgates in Minnesota? We did 
this year at Foxboro. It was that 
kind of autumn. 

Finally this season it all 
became worth it. The traffic jam 
before. The traffic jam 
afterward. The overpriced beer, 
the surly cops, the rubber hot- 
dogs. Finally, we did not care. 
Because for three hours Mack, 
the grown-up Rodney Allen Rip- 
py, was going to be mini- 
magnificent and Sam was going 
to bam and Randy was going to 
take us on some rabbit runs. The 
man they call Sugar Bear was 


going to make opposing quarter- 
backs wish they had never come 
into the Foxboro woods. A 
strange expression, “The 3-4,” 
was going to become a normal 
part of conversation. 

From the view of a reporter, it 
was no small phenomenon. I met 
people in Buffalo, New York who 
had come from Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire for the day. The 
Patriots lost to the Bills that 
Sunday, and afterward I heard 
those same fans plotting how 
they would get to Bloomington, 
Minnesota the next Sunday. I 
saw game stories about the 
Boston Bruins — remember 
them? — relegated to the fifth 
page of the sports section in the 
Monday Boston Globe; once that 
would have been an incom- 
prehensible slight, but not this 
football season. I even found 
myself screaming, as incoherent- 
ly as a John Kerrigan, in front of 
the big screen at The Ark. It was 
that kind of autumn. 

It was a team put together 
with airplane glue and Scotch 
tape and the quiet genius of a 
coach named Fairbanks. He 
salvaged a George Webster and 


rediscovered a Jack Mildren and 
simply invented a Sam Hunt. He 
let Mack Herron play football. 


He made one defensive end dis- ~ 


appear and stood the other one 
up, and suddenly his Real No- 
Name Defense was the talk of his 
business. His team was already 
the talk of the town. 

The season leaves strange 
memories: Gil Santos’s joyous 
scream when Windsor fought his 
way into the end zone against 
Minnesota; Ray Hamilton help- 
ing Joe Namath to his feet time 
and again as the Patriots shut 
out the Jets in Shea Stadium; 
the fans, perhaps for the first 
time sensing the team’s mortali- 
ty, filing out of Schaefer 
Stadium before the end of the se- 
cond Buffalo game; Plunkett try- 
ing to score one last touchdown 
from the four-yard line last week 
against Miami, the season 
already over. 

So what if it only lasted half a 
season? So what if it went from 
6-1 to 1-6? 

The Patriots brought pro foot- 
ball back to this area. 

And for a while there, they 
brought back 1967.

posturing, and that the Sack 
style, however flamboyant, had 
grown obsolete. 

Alan Friedberg, who at 41 is 21 
years younger than his former 
employer, is quite a stylish 
character in his own right.

However, Friedberg, when asked 
whether the two had ever been, 
say, golfing buddies, remarked, 
“Neither of us happens to play 
golf, but I play tennis and we 
don’t play tennis together.” 
Though it is difficult to 
predict how Friedberg’s personal 
polish and reserve will affect the 
Sack business style, it is unlikely 
that he will indulge in the sort of 
self-aggrandizement character- 
istic of Sack (who did, after all, 
plaster his name across most of 
Boston’s major downtown movie 
theaters and several others in the 
suburbs). “‘Mr. Feinberg had 


suggested that I might con- 
template changing the name to 
‘Alan Theatres,’’’ says 
Friedberg, “but I am not myself 
on any ego trip and as far as I’m 
concerned the name will con- 
tinue to be Sack. I think it is a 
fairly proud tradition.” 
Friedberg, whose reliance on 
his intuition is somewhat less 
pronounced than his predecess- 
or’s (“I don’t feel that there is 
anyone on the face of this earth 
who can correctly predict the 
commercial success of a film bas- 
ed on ten minutes of viewing,” 
he observes politely), plans to 


Wednesday, I was enroute 
to Puerto Rico for my Christ- 
mas vacation, and when I was 
on the plane, I was dismissed 
as Chief Executive Officer-of 
Sack Theatres by Sheldon 
Feinberg, President of 
Cadence Industries, the 
parent company of Sack 
Theatres. The action was 
taken without prior notice 
and without cause. There is 
no valid reason for my dis- 
missal. In fact, the dismissal 
states that my removal was 
without cause. 


I, Benjamin Sack, founded 
the Sack Theatres in 1948 and 
directed the operation at all 
times, and this division was 
one of the most successful 
divisions — if not the most 
successful — of Cadence In- 

dustries. 

In my opinion, the real 
reason for my dismissal is the 
following: 

I am the largest stockholder 
of Cadence. I am the second 
largest bondholder of 
Cadence. I intervened in a

proceeding in the New York 
courts for the purpose of op- 
posing Mr. Sheldon 
Feinberg’s attempted 
cancellation of his contrac- 
tual obligation made with 
Cadence to purchase and pay 
for 55,000 shares of stock at 
almost one million dollars 
with the interest. That stock, 
today is worth approximately’ 
eighty-two thousand dollars. 

I intervened in the judicial 
proceeding because I believed 
that the attempted cancella- 
tion of Mr. Feinberg’s obliga- 
tion was a waste of corporate 
assets and not in the best in- 
terests of Cadence. 

The matter has not been 
decided by the court, but Iam 
confident that the court will 
not allow Mr. Feinberg to pull 
this off. 

This rescission today would 
cost the company ap- 
proximately one million 
dollars or one-third of the 
market value of all the capital 
stock in Cadence. 

For this reason, Sheldon 


run the company as “a team ef- 
fort, with the absence of any 
kind of personality cult, and 
with substantially greater 
democracy.” He also plans “to 
explore the possibility of the ac- 
quisition of existing theaters as 
well as the construction of new 
ones ... in the greater Boston 
area,” though he is not quite as 
committed to keeping Sack’s in- 
ner city theaters (the Music 
Hall, the Gary, the Saxon, and 
the Savoy) the hub of the opera- 
tion. Sack always took great 
pride in his ability, real or 
boasted, to keep his theaters safe 
enough to lure families of 


filmgoers into that part of town.. 


Friedberg says, “T like to think 
my approach will be more flex- 
ible.” 

Friedberg’s personal taste in 
films will hardly be the sole basis 
for the company’s bookings, but 
it is sufficiently different from 
Sack’s to have some effect on 
corporate choices. Sack, for in- 
stance, once declared that a low- 
budget, gory gangster picture 
called Rico was an improvement 
upon The Godfather, and recent- 
ly told Warner Brothers that The 
Abdication, which he deemed 
better than A Man For All 
Seasons, ought to be shown as a 
reserved-seat attraction; he also 
once publicly offered filmgoers 
his “personal guarantee’ that 
Jesus Christ Superstar was twice 
as good as Love Story. Although 
Friedberg doesn’t think this the 
time to elaborate upon his per- 
sonal preferences, one picture he 


liked this year was The Three 
Musketeers. 

I visited a tired, worn-looking 
Friedberg on Thursday at the 
Sack offices, which he had clear- 
ly not yet begun to redecorate. A 
sanctum deep inside the Savoy 
(you enter through a concealed 
door in a mirrored hallway), the 
walls were still covered with 
photographs of Ben Sack, car- 
toon caricatures of Sack, yellow- 
ing newspaper shots of Sack 
shaking hands with Steve 
McQueen at this world premiere 
or cutting ceremonial cake with 
Shirley MacLaine at that one. (If 
there were any pictures of 
Friedberg in the collection, they 
didn’t stand out in the crowd.) 

I reached Ben Sack that same 
day, even more easily; he 
answered his own listed 
telephone, sounding confused 
and irritable. I wasn’t talking 
loud enough, he hollered; sure, I 
could print his official statement 
about the firing, that’s what it 
was for. When I inquired about 
the removal of the files from his 
Somerville office, he told me 
that those weren’t his files, they 
were company files, and caution- 
ed me to stop asking stupid 
questions. When I asked him 
something else, he offered a curt 
“no comment.” 

“You got the statement, that’s 
all there is, that’s the whole 
story. I got nothing more to say,” 
said Ben Sack, quietly and un- 
characteristically, right before 
he hung up. He didn’t sound like 
the Phantom of the 57. 


Feinberg retaliated.

To Richard Rosen: 

I enjoyed reading your article, “Vanity, 
Vanity, All is Vanity” in the December 3 
Phoenix. Well done! 

I am an Exposition Press author, so you 
can understand my interest. Four years 
ago I wrote a small gardening book en- 
titled Backyard Vegetable Gardening for 
the Beginner, Believing sincerely that the 
book had some merit, and being willing to 
take the calculated risk involved (laying 
out about three grand), I went to Exposi- 
tion without showing my manuscript to 
anyone else. And, of course, they gave me 
the whole “treatment.” 

To make a long, and not at all unhappy 
story short, my book is now in its second 


edition, and still sees some activity in the 


spring and early summer. I have my in- 
vestment back, and receive a nice royalty 
check twice a year which is helping me 
send two kids through college. 

However, I would like to offer a few 
comments as-a result of my experience: 

1. Exposition does what they say 
they'll do. However, they make a point 
of not telling the neophyte author that 
his book stands very little chance of 
selling out the first edition since, no 
matter how good a book is, it won’t sell 
if it’s not advertised extensively. And 
book stores do shy away from vanity 
books. 

2. You state in your article that “‘on- 
ly 25 percent of Exposition authors 
break even or make money . . .” This is 
the only point I shall take issue with in 
your piece. Stop and think about it for 
a minute: do you recall those rows 
upon rows of books you saw during 
your visit to Exposition? Does it really 
seem likely to you that one out of four 
of those books sold 3000 copies? If you 


care to do any further checking on this, | 


you'll find that less than 5 percent and 
possibly as few as 2 percent of Ex- 
position’s books sell enough copies to 
enable the authors to break even. If I 


and other people 


had known. this fact (imparted to me 

three years ago. by a member of Ex- 

position’s sales-promotion depart- 

ment) before I approached them, I’m 

sure I’d have gone to the regular trade 

publishers as fast as my skinny legs 
would transport my x-rated body. 

So I consider the vanity publishers to be 
legal, if not totally ethical. My advice to 
anyone considering that route is: don’t 
bother. My book has been mildly 
successful due to my own efforts in getting 
review copies into the hands of the right 


people.

Reforming the Reformers 


After reading Flora Haas’s article, 
“Dukakis Talks About His Prison Reform 
Plans” (Dec. 10), I felt obliged to respond. 

To begin -with, Mr. Dukakis’s com- 
ment, “... there has never been a 
written and thoroughly discussed plan’”’ is 


erroneous at best. Of course there have. 


been plans — in fact, nearly every gover- 
nor has been exposed to or influenced the 
development, and often the implementa- 
tion, of a variety of plans. The construc- 
tion of Charlestown State Prison (1805), 
Concord Reformatory (1884), and Norfolk 
Prison Colony (1927) are glaring examples 
of master plans. The plan for Charlestown 
State Prison was referred to as a foremost 
step in enlightened penology. There have 
been a great many other plans since then. 

As for a new classification plan, there 
have been more classification plans dur- 
ing the past 200 years than most people 
care to remember. Two prominent ex- 
amples are the isolation section that was 
added to Charlestown State Prison 
(Cherry Hill) and the proposed island 
prison to be built on Nashewana Island 
during the early 1920s. 

Any attempts at reforming penology 
have always been prefaced by a concern 
for financial responsibility. The fact of the 
matter is that those people who have that

financial responsibility are still func- 
tioning under the archaic belief that 
prisons are for punishment and restraint 
and that “inmates should be employed for 
the benefit of the Commonwealth.” 

We seem to be following a precedent es- 
tablished in 1888 when Prison 
Conference, stated, “. . . our thieves will 
take care of themselves, and we are giving 
very little attention to the problem of 
reformation.” 

I'm afraid Mr. Spalding’s ghost is very 
much alive in Massachusetts — and it is 
certainly alive in Washington in the form 
of Attorney General Saxbe.

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Cinema: Unequal Sequels

This Christmas, it’s all in the genes — 
The Godfather, Frankenstein, The 
Front Page and The Phantom of the 
Opera have each spawned cinematic 
offspring, and the new generation is a 
passel of mixed blessings. Although 
Earthquake 1976, The Eight 
Musketeers, The Tamarind Seedling, 
The Passion of Billy Jack, The Devil In 
Mr. Jones, Ashes of The Towering Infer- 
no, Andy Warhol’s Andy Hardy and 
Shantytown (as in “Go home, Jake — 
it’s .. .”) are not yet upon us, we do now 
have to contend with the following 
remakes, spin-offs, take-offs and what- 
have-you. 


THE GODFATHER, PART II 


It has been rapturously noted else- 
where that this, Francis Ford Coppola’s 
alleged triumph, not only continues the 
simple telling of the Corleones’ story but 
also expands upon the themes of the 
original Godfather, adding breadth and 
depth to the tale. However, despite the 
surprising success of the sequel’s time- 
tripping technique (it seesaws from the 
young Vito to Michael, his son and heir, 
from gangland kingpin-in-the-making to 
hollow shell of same), its plot is not 
nearly as easy to follow or as engrossing 
as the original’s. And as for new insights, 
didn’t you already know that crime 
doesn’t pay? That the sins of the father 
are visited upon his children? That 
politicians, businessmen and criminals 
have a lot in common? As Michael 


Corleone solemnly puts it, “Senator, _ 


we're both part of the same hypocrisy.” 

Whether or not Coppola actually im- 
agined he was amplifying his earlier 
film’s ideas about the toll crime takes 
and about corporate gangsterism, his 
current work (like Puzo’s book) reeks of 
indecision: one moment it’s an art pic- 
ture, then an epic, then a soap opera, 
even occasionally an exercise in ex- 
ploitation. A murdered prostitute is 
used very much like the horse’s head in 
John Marley’s bed, as a smattering of B- 
movie sensationalism to whet those very 
appetites to which both Godfathers pre- 
tend not to pander. And even worse than 


the pandering is that very repetition; in _ 


scene after scene, Coppola borrows 
almost verbatim from his earlier block- 
buster. A meeting of Mafiosi and high- 
powered executives here is set around a 
boardroom table, as was the Five 
Families’ convention in the original. 
Instead of using a wedding as a family 
portrait with which to open the film, this 
time Coppola stages the First Commu- 
nion of Michael’s son; once again the 
Don conducts business while the 
celebration’s in full swing, only now he 
does it in a glass-walled office, making 
the contrast between dark criminal at- 
mosphere and daylight revelry all the 
more sophomoric. This film, like the 
other, concludes with a speedy wrapup 
of multiple crimes that feels more con- 
venient than suspenseful. And both oc- 
casionally rely on dramatic timing that 
is much more perfect than life’s own. (In 
an early scene here, Michael comes 
home and stands silhouetted in the con- 
nubial bedroom window chatting for ful- 
ly 30 seconds before his wife asks why 
the drapes are open, as if to cue the 
assassins outside to open fire.) 

Pauline Kael — who says that “about 
midway [through] I began to feel that 
the film was expanding in my head like 
a soft bullet,” and who goes on to 
demonstrate the damage by noting that 
“the violence in this film never doesn’t 
bother us” — points out that “Coppola 
controls our emotional resporises so that 
the horror seeps through everything and 
no action provides a melodramatic 
release.’’ What that effectively means is 
that since there isn’t much of a plot 
here, since so little happens, there can’t 
be much of a climax. Even worse, there 
isn’t much perverse power-wielding fun, 
which was surely what made the earlier

Godfather go round. Michael’s reaping 
the fruits of corruption or young Vito’s 
gradual lessons in survival are no match 
for the appeal of the secure, cunning 
Don Corleone of the earlier film, who 
delighted audiences by commanding 
genuine respect while he made his 
enemies offers they really coualdn’t 
refuse. There is a bit of that same 
shrewdness and potency to the latter 
part of De Niro’s characterization, by 
which time he has slipped effortlessly 
into the Brando mannerisms; De Niro is 
certainly the most interesting thing 
here. (In one memorable sequence, he 
seems a mere punk off the street and yet 
wields enough quiet authority to per- 
suade a landlord to do him a “favor” 
and lower a widow’s rent.) And the 
Congressional hearings at which Pacino 
appears, blithely professing no 
knowledge of any Mafia and reading a 
self-congratulatory statement about his 
own patriotism, offer the audience 
another fleeting chance to laugh with 
these attractive scoundrels and yet 
vaguely disapprove of their obvious 
criminality. But Michael, as drawn 
here, is (deliberately or otherwise) a one- 
note, a dead end and a bore; he can grow 
only colder and ¢rueler as time goes by 
until he is left with nothing but his 
power a mere three and a half hours 
after we first realized this was in- 
evitable. Under these constraining cir- 
cumstances, Pacino conducts himself 
with admirable finesse and sang-froid, 
though he can only occasionally perform 
the original Don’s trick of overpowering 
anyone by sheer force of personality. 
Coppola’s greatest sin is that of 
patronizing overstatement, which can 
perhaps be forgiven a man who knows 
that the 30 million Godfather viewers 
will, in all probability, be back for this 
second installment. But his overstate- 
ment, however grotesque (must all 
criminal dealings be conducted in dimly 
lit rooms, then juxtaposed with the in- 
nocent partying of the masses? must 
every bit of mayhem be followed by a 
father-and-child interchange?), is 
nowhere near as offensive as his redun- 
dancy. The Godfather, Part II circles 
back on both itself and its predecessor 
countless times, yet despite all of Cop- 
pola’s efforts it never achieves a sénse of 
cycle, let alone any epic scope (for in- 
stance, the statuettes of liberty Coppola 
frequently invokes are so cheaply sym- 
bolic that they detract from the 
poignancy of the Corleones’ early im- 
migrant status). If Coppola really does 
believe, as he has stated, that this se- 
cond Godfather is better than the first, 
one can conclude only that his commer- 
cial success has cost him both his com- 
mercial and his aesthetic judgment. 


YOUNG FRANKENSTEIN 


It’s ironic that Mel Brooks, whose fun- 
niest and most terrible moments have 
both arisen from the same sort of self- 
indulgence that haunts this new God- 
father, has made his best film by finally 
achieving a little self-control — either 
that, or by keeping his star and co- 
scenarist, Gene Wilder, around as some 
kind of tempering influence. Whether 
the conception of Young Frankenstein is 
primarily Brooks’s or Wilder’s, however, 
it is at once brilliantly neurotic and suf- 
ficiently solid (unlike most Brooks 
premises) to support 90 minutes’ worth 
of interrelated gags. The idea here is 
that the grandson of the famous Dr. 
Frankenstein would be a similarly gifted 
scientist (as played by Wilder, he is 

. ‘America’s leading brain surgeon”), 
secretly curious about his forebear’s 
shenanigans and, above all else, em- 
barrassed. (“‘Yes, yes, yes!” screams 
Wilder to an inquisitive med student. 
“We all know what he did!”’) 

The other half of the idea is that once 
this third-generation Frankenstein (or 
‘“‘Fronkensteen,’’ as he insists on

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Selling Your Soul to Rock ’n’ Roll

PHANTOM OF THE PARA-

film of so many parts that it is 
difficult to apprehend as a 
whole; a work of much the same 
flavor as Bosch’s Garden of 
Earthly Delights, it is best ap- 
preciated piecemeal. In a dark 
corner of De Palma’s canvas sits 
Paul Williams, as the Mephis- 


De Palma’s moral vision is 
consistent throughout the film. 
The pursuit of worldly pleasure 
and power is a sin, and sin is 
rewarded by degradation and 
death. His color scheme of reds, 
blacks and silvers creates a 
nightmarish atmosphere that is, 
again, like Bosch. The banality 
of the appropriation of the Faust 
legend (Leach sells his soul to 
Swan), the casual Dorian Grey 
motif (Swan is eternally young) 
and the baroque, flamboyant 
visuals are well-suited to the 
rock milieu De Palma 
caricatures. It is, in a word, 


tophelean rock impresario Swan, ‘‘heavy’’: pseudo-profound, 
in the center of the giant golden pseudo-exciting, pseudo- 
record that is his office desk. At frightening and pseudo-relevant.

the core of the picture is the 
Phantom, dressed in black 
leather, a beaked silver mask 
covering the face that was 
destroyed by Swan’s record 


’ press. His larynx ravaged, he is 


wired up to a Moog and struggl- 
ing to make its squawks and 
bleeps duplicate his former 
voice. To his right there’s Beef, 
Swan’s new creation: half- 
naked, gay, speed-crazed and in- 
troduced to the press as he steps 
out of Caligari’s coffin. Filling in 
the spaces are Swan’s guards, 
Hell’s Angels types; grotesquely 
made-up young women who 
make love to each other to at- 
tract Swan’s attention; and 
finally, an ever-present audience 
that cheers as each character is 
destroyed on stage. 

In Phantom’s final scene, 
Swan stages a murder and un- 
does himself, dying horribly with 
the Phantom. The camera pulls 
back to the roof of the Paradise, 
revealing a mob gone mad with - 
bloodlust. It is an orgy of death 
and horror set to music — a truly 
Seavis image of rock and roll 

ell. 


De Palma’s more overt satires of 
the rock industry (its changing 
trends, the power of promoters, 
the use of drugs, etc.) is general- 
ly witless and tedious. But this is 
because De Palma’s strength is 
in his images, not in the acuity of 
his ideas. 


Lest all this sound too depress- 


ing, Phantom is frequently fun- - 


ny. There is an hilarious send-up 
of Psycho’s famous shower 


murder, and Gerrit Graham’s | 


portrayal of Beef is marvelous. 
William Finley, first as the com- 
poser and then as the Phantom, 
is amusing and moving. So much 
works so well in this film that it’s 
a crime Paul Williams’s music is 
so dull. 


LOVING IN THE RAIN. Pro- 
duced by Raymond Danon.

Like certain wines, some films 
do not travel well. Loving in the 
Rain is such a film. Even the ti- 
tle translates badly: “Un Amour

hardly “Loving in the Rain,” 
which suggests a musical com- 
edy.

graciousness, style, class, etc.

The reason we lack the precise 
phrase is that we lack the 
sensibility that produces marble 
corridors to accommodate Romy 
Schneider in basic black, spilling 
champagne down her dress and 
not caring how it looks, 
only how it feels. Ah. 


The film takes Schneider and 
her 15-year-old daughter to the 
spa of Vittel, where they sample 
the waters, luxuriate in the 
opulence of the Grand Hotel, 
dress up and let themselves be 
ae against pastel 

ackgrounds. They each have a 
terribly romantic affair. 
Schneider’s is elegant; her 
daughter’s is cute. 

Jean-Claude Brialy, better 
known for his acting than his 
directing, borrows heavily from 
Truffaut (specifically from Jules 
and Jim). The daughter’s 
boyfriend is, like Jules, a bug 
collector. Schneider’s lover is, 
like Jim, a wanderer. Brialy 
repeats Truffaut’s 360 degree 
pans frequently throughout the 
film, and even puts his lovers on 
bicycles as he dollies along in 
front of them. 


There are other French in- 
jokes in the film. Brialy puts in a 
Hitchcockian appearance and 
when Schneider packs away her 
husband’s photograph, we see 
that it’s Michel Piccoli. 


Loving in the Rain is an exer- 
cise in a very minor key. The 
emotions are muted, the story 
slight, and the colors Im- 
pressionistic.

Johnny Martin rested his 
football-player’s frame against 
the dressing room wall and 
casually reflec .ed on the Mighty 
Clouds of Joy. “Fourteen years,” 
muttered one fifth of the quintet. 
“Fourteen years and no money.” 
Martin was stating the facts of 
life as they relate to that most 
vital yet obscure American art 
form, black gospel music, chosen 
genre of the Mighty Clouds. For 
14 years, his group has reigned 
over a subculture remote to 
white America. It is a circuit of 
small-town churches and ghetto 
auditoriums where the Clouds 
are known as “‘the baddest group 
on the road,’’ the best 
“‘housewreckers”’ since the Sen- 
sational Nightengales, the 
strongest shouters since the Five 
Blind Boys. 

Today, the Mighty Clouds are 
attempting to change the rules of 
their trade, especially the rule 
that says gospel music can 
spawn stars but not itself reward 
them. The church is the first love 
of Aretha Franklin, Al Green and 
Dionne Warwick, among others, 
but their bank accounts were 
small until they left it. The 
Mighty Clouds, with that in 
mind, are seeking the un- 
precedented best of both worlds 
— and arecord aptly entitled It’s 
Time (ABC-Dunhill DSX 50177) 
just may give it to them. Releas- 
ed four months ago, it has 
already sold 100,000 copies (one 
of the best-selling gospel LP’s 
ever), placed the group’s name 
on Hot 100s and gained bookings 
at clubs like the Sugar Shack 
(here last week) and New York’s 
showcase Bottom Line, which 
would never have dreamed of 
featuring them until recently. 
“They_never heard nothin’ like 
the Mighty Clouds across 110th

Street,” laughs Johnny Martin 
about the Bottom Line. He ex- 
plains how their new album 
came about. 

“‘We saw the gospel was going 
down,” he says. radio 
stations hardly play it anymore. 
We had no intention of starting 
to sing rock’n’roll, but we needed 
something that the rock stations, 
black and white, would play. 
We’d been wanting to make an 
album like that for four or five 
years.” 

The opportunity arose when 
the group’s longtime label — the 
Houston-based, “race record” 
Peacock — sold out to the com- 
mercial giant ABC. “We used to 
make an album in 30 minutes,” 


recalls Martin. “‘Do the produc- 
tion ourselves, everything. And 
royalties? We were ripped off for 
14 years.” 

Suddenly they found 
themselves backed by an ABC 
bankroll, and recording in soul 
music’s premier studio, 
Philadelphia’s Sigma Sound, 
creator of the big-selling TSOP 
(the Sound of Philadelphia). 
“One of our Peacock albums 
would cost $300 to make. It’s 
Time cost $40,000,” says Martin. 

The result was a radical but 
extremely successful departure 
for the Clouds, rural Southerners 
(Texas and Alabama natives) 
known for their “crying towel” 
renditions of traditional hymns

laced with sermons. At first, /t’s 
Time hardly resembles gospel 
music, which is basically an 
acapella quartet harmony style. 
The album has the brass, 
strings, and electronic rhythmic 
base of contemporary soul 
music, Philly-style (Spinners, 
Blue Notes, Stylistics et al.). But 
the lyrics still praise the Lord, 
decidedly without cliches. The 
combination makes for one of the 
year’s most original albums. 

There is a thin line between 
selling out and innovating if 
you’re a gospel music star, but 
the Clouds have walked it 
successfully. It’s Time is a 
triumph of sensitive songwriting 
and production by Philly’s Dave 
Crawford, who’s mixed pensive 
ballads and rousing rockers like 
soul hit single “Time.” 

“There was some adjustment 
necessary for. us singing the new 
material,’* says Clouds’ bass 
player Richard Wallace. Gospel 
music is at the root of black 
pop, but the latter is con- 
siderably more complex. “We'd 
record in segments,’’ says 
Wallace, “one verse at a time.” 
The material is intricate, with 
the four background voices in 
counterpoint to the emotional 
lead during fast-flying key and 
chord switches. Lead _ singer 
Willie Joe Ligon, though, advises 
the audience not to ponder the 
harmonies, but the lyrics. And 
he has a point. A modern gospel 
album could easily have 
degenerated into syrupy pleas for 
brotherhood, but producer/com- 
poser Crawford offers more in- 
volved sentiments that can 
provide spiritual sustenance 
even for one with no background 
in old-time religion. Particularly 
moving is “You Think You’re 
Doin’ It on Your Own,” a lyrical 
combination of an ascending 


diminished seventh pattern and 
some counsel for the prosperous. 
“Did you forget to fall down on 
your knees,’’ asks Richard 
Wallace, “and give thanks just 
for life, health and strength?” It 
is essential black religion, keyed 
to thanking God for life itself — 
the congregation so often lacking 
much else for gratitude. 

The Clouds are all strong 
singers, but the group’s driving 
force is Ligon, a shouter extraor- 
dinaire from Troy, Alabama. For 
him, shouting is a refined art, 
not just exclamation. He never 
loses a note while grinding out 
“ow’s and “ah’s that would 
turn a mere mortal’s throat to 
hamburger. His fervor actually 
provided some subtle problems 
at the Sugar Shack, whose 
patrons are not used to bearing 
witness to sentiments like “I’m 
trying to live free from sin/ I’m 
trying to make it in.” 

The Mighty Clouds of Joy are 
hopeful that their new record 
will win them both a black 
audience that has regarded 
gospel music as dated and a 
white audience that has never 
been directly exposed to it. “The 
white audiences have loved us,”’ 
says Johnny Martin. ‘‘They 
never seen nothin’ like the 
Mighty Clouds.” All those hopes 
have not yet been fulfilled, 
though. Last week, thousands 
trooped dutifully to Boston 
Garden to see George Harrison’s 
act, while the Clouds performed 
to small houses. Little did the 
Harrison faithful know that 
organist Billy Preston, touring 
with Harrison, was anxious to 
leave the concert. He was 
heading for the Sugar Shack to 
join his old friends, the Clouds, 
on stage. Perhaps eventually 
some of the Garden multitudes 
will follow that lead.

YES AND GRYPHON. 
Boston Garden. 

Key Gryphon members Brian 
Gulland and Richard Harvey 
attended the Royal College of 
Music with Rick Wakeman, so 
they are all good buddies who are 
being given a boost by the 
superstars, right? Wrong. Yes, 
and particularly Wakeman, have 
pushed other projects in the last 
few years, all to no avail: the 
aborted Warhorse, the forgotten 
Tubes, the forgettable Wally. 
But their choice of Gryphon to 
back them up this tour is not a 


favor but a tribute — and 
Gryphon damn near blew Yes off 
the stage. 


Gryphon’s music was original- 
ly a courtly medieval/modern 
hybrid played by Harvey on four 
or five keyboards (and as many 
woodwinds), with Gulland on 
recorders, crumhorn and _ bas- 
soon. Their first two albums (im- 
ports) gained them a folk follow- 
ing (their final concert number 
climaxed in a triple-speed ver- 
sion by Harvey of ‘‘Sailor’s 
Hornpipe” on Irish generation 


whistle, while Gulland nearly 
danced his pantaloons off). But 
by their third disc, Red Queen to 
Gryphon Three, their guitarist 
had bought a Telecaster and 
fuzzbox, their percussionist had 
become a drummer, they'd add- 
ed a bassist, and their sound had 
ventured somewhat northeast of 
Jethro Tull. 

Gulland in fact resembles Ian 
Anderson on stage, boogying 
bearded, barefoot and bathrobed 
with the unwieldy bassoon 
tethered to his neck. While he 
shares the front with Harvey (the 
performance was all instrumen- 
tal) his perpetual motion is the 
jolliest thing to watch and the 
low-to-extreme-low register of 
the bassoon is the focal point of 
the sound. The compositions are 
not overly complex; they are in- 
volving, pleasingly modal and 
intricately precise. Uncharac- 
teristically for Garden backup 
acts, Gryphon received — and 
deserved — a standing ovation. 

With the latest personnel 
change — Patrick Moraz from 
Refugee for the prodigal 


Wakeman — the individual 
members of Yes are grappling for 
greater cuts of the self- 
expression pie. Chris Squire is 
playing a more robust and fun- 
damental bass, plus a short har- 
monica part in “And You And 
I’; this should forestall his in- 
evitable departure for another 
year perhaps. Jon Anderson is 
ever higher and purer of voice, 
and using his innocent pipes as 
an instrument: the chaste sound 
of “Sound Chaser”’ is his strato- 
scat. Drummer Alan White is 
louder and ruder — playing in 
15/8 has swelled his head. 


The winner, of course, is Steve 
Howe, whose stock is strengthen- 
ed by every move. His intricate 
lines continue to astound, 
delight and frighten. He was at 
his most scattered and abrupt on 
“Close to the Edge,” in which he 
pummelled the intro with new 
ideas and ended, amazingly, in 
the right place. Then he brought 
out the full lyrical beauty of ““To 
Be Over,” from the new Relayer, 
on deft pedal steel. 

Moraz was just the new blood 
Yes needed. His chromatic chor- 
ding and generally dense sound 
caused Relayer, which could 
easily have been a 17-record set 
on the meaning of the inscrip- 
tions on the Great Pyramid of 
Cheops, to emerge as a cogent, 


workable single disc. Ideas are 


developed decently rather than 
strained by overuse. I'd overlook- 
ed the faults of Topographic 
Oceans because I didn’t really 
have an album to compare it 
with, one with both the same in- 
tent and better execution. Now I 
do: with Yes, sometimes less is 


more.

“Deep Song’’: RAN BLAKE 
AND THE THIRD STREAM 
DEPARTMENT OF N.E.C. 
Jordan Hall. 

It was a long, joyful, tedious, 
inventive, pretentious, produc- 
tive, always absorbing evening. 

The idea was to work with the 
recordings Billie Holiday made 
for Decca between 1945 and 
1950: all but one selection on the 
program was derived from these 
performances. These were Billie 
Holiday’s own favorites from 
among her records, but most of 
her admirers don’t agree: her 
work from this period, sometimes 
swathed in the Camarata 
Strings, is removed both from 
the sly, innovative work of the 
previous decade and from the 
naked display of pain in the later 
years. But the records provide 
their own emotional and musical 
satisfactions — as the applause 
for the three that were actually 
played during the program in- 
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dicated. While the records turn- 
ed, the spotlight illuminated an 
empty place on the stage. 

The interpretations of the 
songs, the extensions of what 
Billie Holiday had done with 
them — the program notes spoke 
of the performers’ “making their 
own special communion” — 
generally went in pairs: a vocal 
version, usually pretty straight 
jazz singing, and an instrumen- 
tal version that tried to be more 
“third stream.” 

There was a spoken narration 
that tried to define that term, 
“third stream,” a phrase coined 
by NEC President Gunther 
Schuller, to whom the concert 
was dedicated. But the talk was 
mostly about how “fluidity” was 
combining with ‘‘dynamism” 
and it didn’t help very much: the 
extended metaphor of the com- 
mingling of the “intellectual,” 
“classical” associations of the 
Charles River with the “im- 
provisational” Mississippi only 
muddied waters. The artist who 
painted the striking canvases 
that adorned the stage was per- 
mitted to read some awful poems 
about the ‘‘transmutational 
processes of imagination,” an art 
again ‘‘holding out its 
metaphysical hands.” And that 
didn’t help either. 

Not all the music spoke for 
itself — some of the third stream 
experiments surveyed the most 
advanced compositional 
techniques of 50 years ago while 
the audience just waited for the 
tune to come back; nearly all of 
them lacked the rhythmic varie- 
ty and life the material demand- 
ed. But there were some gorgeous 
colors — the combination of 
trumpet and harpsichord in 
“You Better Go Now,” for exam- 
ple — and the level of in- 
strumental performance was un- 
iformly high. 

Musically the most impressive 
performances were Richard 
Gurick’s trumpet version of 
“Porgy,” with its curious imita- 
tions of vocality and shuddering 
glissando ending; Ed Schiuller’s 
bass version, chock-full of sur- 
prise, of “Somebody’s On My 
Mind’’; an extraordinarily 
powerful piano solo by Eric 
Culver; and Bruce Henderson’s 
howling, angry saxophone solo, 
“Alderson Penitentiary.” Best of 
all, perhaps, was “Billie Holiday 
1950: Flashback and Future,” a 
piano solo by Ran Blake, 
presiding genius of the concert, a 
piece that used overlapping 
planes of sound — Blake has 
considerable technical command 
over his instrument — to survey 
Billie Holiday’s past and to 
glimpse what was to come. 

The singer who wants to com- 
pete with Billie Holiday has his 
work cut out for him. A couple 
just didn’t make it — Eleni 
Odoni’s intonation was poor and 
the attractive but lightweight Jo 
Anne Rydel was swamped by the 
richest, most varied orchestra- 
tion of the evening in ‘You 
Better Go Now.”’ Maxine Major 
has quite a voice — she nearly 
spanned the whole Cleo Laine 
range, and with much bigger 
tone but not much control yet; 
Ronnie Gill was intense and 
professional; John West played 
the different registers and colors 
of his voice off against each other 
in very witty ways; Jerry Caly, a 
high school kid from California, 
in town to audition for Blake, 
showed a significant talent. 

Then there was Mae Arnette. 
She came on after the in- 
strumentalists, retaining the ex- 
cellent pianist Betci Buchman. 
you’ve heard one version,” 
Arnette said, “now you'll hear 
mine.”’ And then she launched 


her insinuating soft-edged voice - 


into “Don’t Explain,” which was 
so full of rhythmic and harmonic 
allure and audacity that it had 
the crowd crying aloud with 
delight and on its feet at the end. 
The last item on the program 
was a jubilant performance of 
“God Bless the Child” that em- 
braced all the predictable jazz 
and pop influences and some 
that no one could have foreseen 
— Mozart, the Andrews Sisters. 
Somebody upstairs called down 
“God bless Ran Blake!” It was 

easy to understand why.

The Spinners: NEW AND IM- 
PROVED (SD 18118, Atlantic) 

The title of this album, as on 
so many commercials and super- 
market packages, is very mis- 
leading. The Spinners, after 
languishing for years in the 
Motown shadows, had, indeed, 
been the new and improved 
soul/pop group of the ’70s — un- 
til this album, their third for 
Atlantic and Philly Sound pro- 
ducer/arranger Thom Bell. But 
there are only a few flashes of the 
flights of syncopated orchestral 
fancy and exhilarating, church- 
styled vocal improvisations that 
made The Spinners and Mighty 
Love artistic and commercial 
smashes. I wish that, as 
rumored, the entire record would 
have been a joint effort between 
the quartet and Dionne 
Warwick. Ms. Warwick, in 
something of a return to her soul- 
gospel roots, ignites the hit single 
“Then Came You,’ joining 
Spinners’ lyrical lead Felipe 
Wynn in sweet, uptempo duet on 
a simple, unsaccharine love song 
taken to joyous heights. 

The rest of the record, un- 
iformly uninspired, is filled with 
trite, self-consciously intro- 
spective lyrics and syrupy love 
songs with none of the brass and 
string vocabulary of past 
Spinners’ records to save them. 
Working with banalities such as 
“smile, we have each other’’ and 
“there’s no one like you,” lead 
singer Wynn struggles gamely. 
But it’s like Paul Newman with 
a bad script. Worse than the 
cliched love songs are attempts 
at serious reflections on black 
culture by the trio of Philly song- 
writers that penned most of the 
record (J.B. Jefferson, B. Hawes, 
and C. Simmons). The results 
range downward from a sappy 
recollection of someone’s grand- 
mother (‘Sadie’). The efforts 
are reminiscent of the stream of 
pseudo-sensitive compositions 
by folksinger-songwriters of a 
few years back. 

The Spinners are among the 
most exciting live acts in soul (or 
any) music today, and their two 
previous Atlantic albums were 
filled with variety and 
danceable, uplifting hits. 
Ironically, on New and Im- 
proved, the magic is missing.

Circle was the cooperative 
quartet Chick Corea organized 
(with bassist David Holland, 
drummer Barry Altschul and 
reedman Anthony Braxton) im- 
mediately after he left Miles 
Davis. Paris-Concert, recorded 
in early 1971 and containing 95 
minutes of marvellous collective 
playing, is the only American 
evidence of the band’s existence. 

The group stressed impro- 
visational interaction in a wide 
variety of contexts, from stan- 
dards (“No Greater Love’’) to 
modal tunes (Wayne Shorter’s 
“Nefertitti’) to free-structured 
compositions for full band and 
spontaneous unaccompanied 
solos and duets. The members 
play together with total sym- 
pathy, and there is little to fault 
in any individual’s contribution. 


Corea was in his most difficult 
period, combining lyricism and 
percussive energy in a style that 
reflected the unlikely synthesis 
of Bill Evans and Cecil Taylor. 
Holland and Altschul both par- 
ticipate on equal terms with the 
piano and reeds. Their unaccom- 
panied features are models of 
coherent, fully developed ex- 
tended improvisations for 
“rhythm” instruments. Braxton 
plays several flutes, saxophones 
and clarinets, spending most of 
his time on alto sax. His tech- 
nique and wild imagination 
suggest Eric Dolphy on the “‘in- 
side” selections, yet his more ex- 
treme flights remain under strict 
developmental control. Brax- 
ton’s highly intellectual, rigidly 
systematic approach to composi- 
tion and improvisation may not 
be the wave of the future, as 
some critics have suggested, but 
he has proceeded since Circle’s 
demise to create some extremely 
strong music (with Holland and 
Altschul on Conference of the 
Birds). 

The same cannot be said for 
Corea, who formed Return to 
Forever with bassist Stanley 
Clarke and found commercial 
success with Where Have I 


Known You Before. Both the 
RTF album and Clarke’s solo ef- 
fort reflect the amplified effects 
and rock drum licks that too 
many other similarly gifted 
jazzmen have adopted recently. 
Chick does include three pretty 
but brief piano solos, and 
Stanley takes his acoustic bass 
out for a stunning reading of 
Mike Gibbs’s ‘Spanish Phases 
for Strings and Bass” on his own 
album, but the rest is basically 
calculated riffing with little 
room for the players to break 
loose (Tony Williams, for exam- 
ple, is wasted on Clarke’s date). 
Corea describes his evolution 
since Circle as “Changing from 
being an Art-for-art’s-sake musi- 
cian into a musician who wants 
to contact and communicate 
with audiences.’”’ He seems to 
have found the key to the Hot 
100, and so much for the art 
which Paris-Concert and its 
enthusiastic audience celebrate.

The music tends more to 
rhythm than melody (hardly sur- 
prising, since the drumnfer 
writes most of it) and often takes 
the form of intricate tribal 
chants. Both drummer Christian 
Vander and bassist Jannik Top 
(who tunes his bass like a cello) 
are among the foremost 
musicians on the Continent, 
while the rest of the musicians 
are at least free of that horribly 
annoying primitivism that has 
engulfed the rest of the German 
scene. 


Edgar Froese, whose band, 
Tangerine Dream, has recorded 
five albums already, is neither 
the most musical nor the most 
technical in the band — Peter 
Baumann plays more instru- 
ments (discounting electronic 
keyboards), and Chris Franke is 
allowed unlimited access to a 
huge new synthesizer at a un- 
iversity, because he is the only 
man in Germany reckoned able 
to use it. Froese is, however, the 
most vocal and has the most pro- 
found conceptualizations. His 
music, like the Dream’s,-is im- 
provisation taken almost beyond 
the realm of music. The simplest 


consonances vie with electronic - 


noises in imitation of vital life 
forces (in this case water). His 
basic premise, that German 
music must not imitate Anglo- 
American rock, is fulfilled in this 
hybrid of electron jazz and syn- 
thesizer explorations.

by Western composers either into 
carefully articulated metaphors 
or into subversions of prevailing 
musical codes. By setting im- 
agined monologues of the mad 
George III, Davies has taken a 
large step toward literalizing a 
brute and pathetic insanity. He 
mimes the evanescent shapes of 
George’s withered brain in short 
isolated instrumental phrases, 
which weave around the 
chanted-shouted-whined _ texts. 
The oppressively thin textures 
seem to reproduce rather than to 
represent derangement, and the 
harsh sounds will discourage all 
but the hardiest listeners. 


Still, there is much of in- 
telligence in Eight Songs: a fox 
trot turn which stands out awk- 
wardly and delightfully in Song 7 
wisely reminds us that what we 
call anachronism might have 
been another age’s proleptic 
madness. The laconic, schizo- 
phrenic texts by Randolph Stow 
are simple but beguiling, and 
Julius Eastman seems to have 
given up his own sanity in his 
searing performance. Yet Eight 
Songs fails despite, and probably 
because of, its mimetic am- 
bitions. Perhaps the piece; 
originally conceived for 
theatrical presentation, would 
work better for a listener in the 
charged presence of the singer, 
something clever engineering 
cannot replace. 


Harold Farberman’s reading 
of The Celestial Country (1899) 
holds the sonic edge over the 
Gregg Smith/ Columbia 
Chamber Orchestra rendition in- 
cluded in the recent Columbia 
Ives set, and Farberman more 
accurately captures the syn- 
copated bounce in much of Ives’s 
phrases. Hardly anyone’s 
favorite Ives, this large choral 
work is an intelligent young com- 
poser’s first step away from stuf- 
fy academic models into the full 
bathetic sentimentality of youth.

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Stoppard Jumps Clever Confusions

JUMPERS by Tom Stoppard. 
Directed by Word Baker. 
Scenery by Robert D. Soule. 
Costumes by James Berton 
Harris. Musical direction by 
Richard Cumming. At the 
Trinity Square Repertory 
Company, Providence, 
through January 26. 

Someday Tom Stoppard may 
make that final jump, from the 
craggy cliffs of reductio-ad-ab- 
surdum into an unsettled sea, 
there to bodysurf on the froth of 
his own delightful lunacy. Until 
then, we Stoppard devotees may 
continue to marvel at his lucid 
teeterings on the brink. We may 
continue to argue that his plays’ 
making no sense makes no 
difference. Critics, academics, 
and Agatha Christie nuts will, 
meanwhile, continue to fume, as 
the Czechoslovakian fruitcake 
makes mincemeat of their most 
precious postulates. 

Stoppard, who has given us 
the Beckett-borrowed but much 
celebrated Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, as 
well as The Real Inspector 
Hound, wrote Jumpers in 1972. 
While it can’t be said that this 
daffy juxtaposition of mental 
and carnal gymnastics laid the 
biggest egg that Broadway has 
ever nested, it was by no means a 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern. 
Jumpers, which bounces from 
genuine metaphysical muddling 
to metaphysical spoof and back 
again, is a talky play. Though 
not as intricate an exercise as 
Hound, it is a bit coy. There are 
problems. But the ones that have 
not been solved in the wild and 
glittery production currently 
mounted in Providence at Trini- 
ty Square are treated with 
enough hoopla that no one cares. 

The Stoppard script is 
scattershot, action taking place 
(often simultaneously) in three 
square rooms, lined up on the 
tiny stage like back-to-back 
train cars. Robert D. Soule’s set- 
ting looks like Mae West’s 
boudoir, a Harvard library and 
the cookie house from Hansel 
and Gretel squashed together on 
the display floor at J. 
Homestock. But the competing 
action in each of the three rings 
only adds to the circus effect 
created in the opening scene, in 
which a sultry songstress croons 
a comeback while a mousy nude 
swings from a chandelier and 
eight of the Trinity actors make 
their debut as acrobats. Confetti 
and spangles are dispensed with 
abandon as the distracted singer 
tries to get her moon-tunes men- 
tally sorted out and the 
“jumpers” caper and cartwheel to 
the strains of ‘‘Shine On, 
Harvest Moon.” Suddenly a shot 
is fired from somewhere, one of 
the acrobats falls, and the play

gets underway. 

As it turns out, these are not 
circus performers at all, but 
party-guests at an academic 
soiree. Most of them are 
professors of philosophy. The 
dead one, stashed in the 
crooner’s closet, holds the 
coveted Chair of Logic and had 
been scheduled for a debate that 
very evening on the weighty sub- 
ject, “Man: Good, Bad or In- 
different?’’ with one George 
Moore, a Professor of Moral 
Philosophy in whose home both 
shindig and shooting have taken 
place. Mrs. Moore is a dotty 
(that’s her name, no coin- 
cidence) former nightclub singer, 
whose retirement and neuroses 
hinge on an inability to cope 
with the Space Program and its 
callous destruction of the moon’s 
romance. She spends her idle 
days behind the satin curtains of 
her canopied bed, rolling on the 
shiny sheets with a gymnastic 
psychiatrist by the name of 
Jumpers. 

Stoppard’s most effective feat 
lies in the playful contrast of 
Moore’s longwinded philosophi- 
cal blundering as he labors over 
his lecture on the moral condi- 
tion of man and Dotty’s more 
reasonable madness, her realiza- 
tion that man, like it or not, has 
been altered by his walk on the 
moon. He has peered through 
space at the tiny earth from 
God’s vantage point. This con- 
trast could, I believe, be achiev- 
ed in about half the time, were 
George’s metaphysical 
meanderings trimmed down 


some. But Jumpers is still a 
mysterious as well as a very fun- 
ny play. And Richard Kneeland 
pulls out every device in his ac- 
tor’s bag to combat George’s ver- 
bosity, from shameless punning 
to prop tricks and pratfalls. 
Some of the ham is sandwiched 
into the script, I suppose, but a 
lot of it is served up a la carte 
(and beautifully, too) by a 
sheepish yet charismatic 
Kneeland. 

The actor is not alone respon- 
sible for saving George Moore 
from the doldrums of his own 
dullness. While spoofing phil- 
osophy in general, Stoppard bats 
around some fascinating moral 
notions. And Word Baker, who 
states in his pocket program 
biography that as a director he 
prefers to “keep out of the way” 
of his material, has made an 
astute choice. Superimposing 
directorial craziness onto what 
Stoppard has already proscribed 
would probably take the bounce 
right out of Jumpers. Baker has 
cast the show very creatively, 
making use of his actors’ per- 
sonalities in ways that, though 
they mayn’t have occurred to 
Stoppard, are extremely work- 
able. And Baker’s handling of 
the close of Act I, in which the 
corpse is danced with im- 
maculate grace into a large, 
beribboned plastic bag (all to the 
tune of “Sentimental Journey”), 
is perfect. 

George Martin practically 
drips urbanity as the debonair 
doctor who is as rambunctious in 
Mrs. Moore’s boudoir as he is 


unctuous in Mr. Moore’s study. 
And Margo Skinner brings to the 
retired prima donna, a role 
created by the cool-as-a-cucum- 
ber Diana Rigg, a crazy, sexy 
vulnerability that is marvelous 
— a Monroe-esque counter to the 
icy glamour of her trimmings. 
Mina Manente, who follows her 
naked ride on the chandelier 
with two hours of wordless 
hangover as she both records 
Kneeland’s blathering in 
shorthand and nurses a bromo, 
ought to get a decoration of sorts. 
Thank God I’m above remarks 
like “‘Where would she pin it?” 
MUCH ADO ABOUT NO- 
THING by William Shake- 
speare. The Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Shakespeare Company 
directed by Elijah Moshinsky.

There is no Big Gimmick to 


rattle the Oxford and Cambridge — 


Much Ado About Nothing. 
Benedick is still the clever cad, 
tricked into trysting with a tiger, 
who so delighted the 
Elizabethans; Beatrice the same 
coy shrew, wearing her in- 
dependence like the Gardol 
Shield. Neither capers naked at 
the masquerade, swings from a 
trapeze, or changes sexes mid- 
play. Personally, I side with 
Shaw, who pointed out that 
neither of them is an extraor- 
dinary hand at rapier-repartee, 
despite repute. They seem to be 
rather disagreeable bluffers, 
hoping that the chips on their 
respective shoulders will divert 
attention from the George-and- 
Martha love-glint in their eyes. 
Nonetheless, Much Ado has 
recently been recycled as a kind 
of pre-feminist glorification of 
the Liberated Woman, notwith- 
standing the fact that Beatrice is 
cowed in the end and, in one of 
her flashier diatribes, uses sexual 
hold-out to get poor Benedick to 
do her murdering for her. Man’s 
work, I sup 4 

The Oxford and Cambridge 
Shakespeare Company, a troupe 
of British undergraduates 
buoyed up by a professional 
director and professional 
designers, tours here every year. 
And if we harken back to some of 
the undergraduate productions 
of Shakespeare through which 
we have suffered, their work is 
impressive, if not always spec- 
tacular. They are hampered by 
their youth (on which director 
Elijah Moshinsky capitalizes), in 
some cases by vocal problems, 
and their production has a 
studied quality that betrays 
young actors laboring to sparkle. 

Moshinsky’s austere, oc- 
casionally somber Much Ado is 
underwater Shakespeare — slow, 
rhythmic, restrained, lovely in 
spots though the wheels turn 


more apparently than they 
might. Every ripple is ex- 
aggerated. The actors appear to 
have been asked to make their 
characters, at whatever expense, 
human, comprehensible. 
Moshinsky  shuns_ the 
Shakespearean comic relief, 
cloaking the entire production in 
a muffled ceremoniousness that 
doesn’t particularly suit 
Constable Dogberry or his sim- 
ple sidekick, Verges. This 
Dogberry is certainly believable 
but hardly fantastical, and rob- 
bing his scenes of their broad 
funnybone may have yanked out 
their backbone, too. 


Moshinsky plays instead on 
the melodrama of the Claudio- 
Hero plot and on the obvious ar- 
tifice that characterizes the 
Beatrice-Benedick man-made 
match. In the scenes in which 
Lady Disdain and her would-be 
Lord are led into the foolish exer- 
cise of their mutual vanities, the 
thoughtfulness of the production 
works. Benedick, then Beatrice, 
scurries about the bare stage, 
clutching the terribly obvious 
flat that separates them from the 
conversations they are meant to 
overhear. Far from silver- 
tongued, the conspirators 
(Leonato seems particularly un- 
used to this questionable 
business) grope for ideas as they 
spin their elaborate web. They 
goad each other into it. The plot 
becomes a plot in earnest, a con- 
nivance shared with the 
audience. 

The production is devoid of 
scenery. Several no-color flats 
serve as walls, landscape, 
bushes. When needed, chairs are 
prosaically delivered by quasi- 
costumed grips, and the festive 
atmosphere of Act II’s ball is 
created by coral and lime tie- 
dyed finery. Lest we forget this is 
a party, Hero wanders about up- 
stage, languidly tossing a 
balloon. Most of the scenes are 
played in small clusters left or 
right of center. And when the 
pasty-faced villain, Don John, is 
among the participants, they 
look rather like formal sittings 
for the Dracula family portrait. 
The effect is stark, not unplea- 
sant, hardly lively. 

Perhaps the ballroom dancing, 
the characters floating and dip- 
ping in fine Arthur Murray 
fashion to dreamy music arrang- 
ed by Henry Wood, best captures 
the muted elegance that marks 
the production. Sometimes it 
works, sometimes not. But the 
text shines through this absence 
of adornment with a simple 
grace of its own. And the com- 
pany is pleasing if not ripe. Cer- 
tainly Don Pedro plays with 
aplomb, Claudio with the right 
swainish vigor, and Benedick 
with an ingratiating enthusiasm.

pronouncing it) is suckered into 
manufacturing a creature of his 
own, his modern monster 
becomes a slightly hipper 
character than was his 
predecessor.

The ominous Frau 
Blucher (Cloris Leachman, done 
up to look like. Agnes 
Moorehead), who runs the cas- 
tle, guides visitors up a dark 
staircase while carrying an unlit 
candelabra, then tries to seduce 
Wilder by offering him Ovaltine. 
And when Wilder’s experiments 
don’t seem able to bring the 
monster to life, he calmly ex- 
plains that “if science teaches us 
anything, it is to accept success 
and failure with quiet dignity 
and grace ... Sonofabitch! 
Bastard!” “Stop it!” shrieks 
Wilder’s assistant, shielding the 
inert monster from the doctor’s 
blows. “*You’ll kill him!” 


Brooks’s direction is more 
polished than ever before, his 
sets feature some of the original 
Frankenstein’s lab equipment, 
and his casting is wonderful. 
Marty Feldman is a perfect Igor 
(his hump — and one particular 
line about it — is the piece de 
resistance), and Madeleine 
Kahn is delightfully grating as 
the Doctor’s hypocritical fiancee. 
“No tongues,’’ she cautions 
Wilder as they kiss goodnight; at 
a train-station farewell, she 
pledges undying love while refus- 
ing to let him mess her makeup. 
It seems only fitting that she is 
eventually abducted by the 
monster, at whom she rails: “Oh, 
you men are all alike — seven or 
eight quick ones and you're off 
with the boys! You better keep 
your mouth shut... .”

What potential: sure-fire Billy 
Wilder, the sure-fire and fre- 
quently adapted Hecht- 
MacArthur newspaper comedy, 
Jack Lemmon, Walter Matthau 
and a poster reminiscent of The 
Sting. And what a mess: this is 
shrill, cruel, devoid of the wit of 
the original and yet not suf- 
ficiently tough to achieve a new 
cynicism. What went wrong? I 
really don’t know. 

Wilder is the easy fall-guy 
here; his best comedies have 
been so nasty that the sourness 
of this new Front Page can easily 
be attributed to him. Yet Wilder 
the romantic (who made the 
lovely, extremely unsuccessful 
Avanti! two years ago) certainly 
seems capable of appreciating 
the delicacy of the property and 
the warmth that must necessari- 
ly infuse the relationship 
between the newspaper editor 
(Walter Matthau) and his star 
reporter (Jack Lemmon), who 
are constantly sparring yet 
perversely affectionate. Howard 
Hawks complicated that 
relationship in His Girl Friday 
by making the.writer a woman 
(Rosalind Russell) who was 
spunky, shrewd and the editor’s 
ex-wife (Cary Grant played op- 
posite her). Yet this time the 
Matthau-Lemmon chemistry 
isn’t so much inadequate to the 
demands of the story as it is 
downright harmful; Lemmon is 
too sodden-looking to be a con- 
vincing innocent any more, and 
Matthau’s cynicism no longer 
feels good-hearted. 

Also, the production is 
bloated. There’s too much atten- 
tion to style and not enough to 
nuance. With everything paced 
so sluggishly that nothing sinks 
in, none of the jokes really works. 
Hawks’s version raced along a 
mile a minute, and the viewer 
was hard pressed not to laugh for 
fear of missing a single word. 
May someone revive it again 
very soon.

: I need to know-if there are hospitals, research labs, etc., that buy 
blood. How much do they pay? Do they make a profit? —S. W., 
Boston. 

: All of the hospitals in the Boston area have blood banks, but 
Mass. General has one that operates on an incentive basis. If you 
want to sell blood directly to the hospital, you’re asked to donate a 
first-time pint and then in return the blood bank will provide free 
coverage for you and your family for a year. The second time you 
give blood you earn the title of Mass. General Professional Blood 
Donor and a check for $25. A donor can contribute to the blood 
bank every 56 days and is advised to call the hospital first to see 
what type is in demand (O-positive is always needed). Then 
there’s the Blood Donor Procurement Service (23 Bay State Road, 
Boston) where they sample, type and test blood and then refer 
donors to local hospitals. This one is a profit-making organization 
and they pay donors $15 per pint.

ingredients of their products on the packages? I thought there was 
a law against that.

There may * » a law against it (consumer groups are trying to get a 
bill througn Congress) but right now such items as ice cream, 
peanut butter, salad dressing and mayonnaise are considered 
standardized products by the Food and Drug Administration. 
This means that manufacturers must follow an F.D.A. recipe and 
include certain quantities of specified ingredients (for ice cream 
that means butterfat). There is a catch, however — optional in- 
gredients may be added and the consumer has no way of knowing 
what those might be. 

: Can you explain the meaning of those strange symbols (a series of 
vertical black lines with numbers underneath) that are showing 
up on food packages in supermarkets all over town? —T.G., 
Framingham. 

: The graphic art you refer to is called the Universal Product Code 
(UPC) system, a nifty device created by food manufacturers. The 
line-number code indicates the nature, size, price and producer of 
the product and is meant to be de-coded by an electronic check-out 
device, better known to us as a space-age cash register. A scanning 
device built into the machine translates the code into names and 
numbers which show up in a special window. Boston area Star 
Markets and Stop and Shops have not yet instituted the new 
system (though they carry many coded products) but have plans 
to do so in the not-so-distant future.
